Hence  the  many  advertifements  of  crafty 
women ,  barbers,  tooth-drawers,  bleeders,  per¬ 
fumers,  &c.  daily  offering  to  the  public  their 
fpecifics  for  curing  every  complaint,  whofe 
pernicious  and  poifonous  qualities  have  de- 
flroyed  the  Beauty  and  Health  of  almoft  all 
thofe  who  have  been  fo  unfortunate  to  have 
experienced  their  boafted  virtues ;  from  which 
motive  the  author,  being  a  regular  phyfician, 
is  excited  to  take  thefe  maladies,  (falfely 
called  by  our  modern  adepts  trifling  difor- 
ders)  under  his  peculiar  care,  and  to  preferibe 
fuch  medicines  which  are  efficacious,  and 
wholly  divefted  of  every  pernicious  ingredi¬ 
ent,  but,  on  the  contrary,  pofleffed  of  the 
moft  falutary  properties. 

And  he  begs  leave  to  add,  that  there  is 
not  one  Angle  medicine  which  is  here  re¬ 
commended,  but  what  has  flood  the  tefl  of 
phyfical  and  chirurgical  enquiry  concerning 
their  counterafting  qualities  and  repeated 
experimental  proof,  amongfl  thofe  who 
have  ufed  them  for  many  years  in  private. 

As  the  maladies  are  moftly  external,  the 
medicines  require  no  hypothefis  to  authenti¬

delicacy ,  exce Hence ,  and  efficacy ;  for  which 
reafon  the  Author  hopes  the  Ladies  will  out 
of  their  wonted  impartiality  rather  applaud 
than  cenfure ;  becaufe  the  belt  medicines  by 
an  ignorant  operatory  in  the  procefs ,  would 
foon  be  converted  into  a  deadly  poifon9  and 
Inftead  of  embellilhing  nature,  bring  on 
many  incurable  Blemijhes  and  Deformities •

READER, 


IT  being  natural  for  the  Fair  Sex  to  defire 
Beauty,  we  (hall  here  beg  leave  to  fpeak 
a  few  words  concerning  the  fame,  and  alfo 
its  real  value,  that  no  one  may  either  defire 

or  prize  it  above  meafure. 

Beauty,  without  doubt,  is  the  firfl  gift  of 
God,  ( vide  Gen.  i.)  and  alfo  the  firft  ad¬ 
vantage  of  nature  j  for  behold!  he  has  placed 
it  in  the  front,  that  all  might  fee  and  adore 
his  moft  wonderful  works. 

Beauty  is  the  Load-Jione  of  Low,  which, 
at  the  firiV  meeting,  prepoflefs  the  beholders 

in 
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'■in  her  favour,  and  bindeth  them  in  ada¬ 
mantine  chains. 

It  is  generally  a  fign  of  a  fair ,  quick, 
and  well-compofed  mind,  and  goodnefs  of 
nature. 

Yet  the  goodnefs  of  nature  is  not  peculiar 
to  Beauty  alone ;  becaufe,  we  find  that  thofe 
in  whom  melancholy  is  predominant,  which 
tanneth  the  Ikin,  fets  the  eyes  deep  in  the 
head,  and  puts  a  fournefs  on  the  counte¬ 
nance,  have  likewife  good- nature  internal 
charms,  and  a  penetrating  and  judicious 
underftanding. 

Delicate  open  faces%  which  are  the  moft 
beautiful,  have  commonly  good-nature  and 
ferene  tempers ;  but  they  are  not  the  mod: 
crafty  and  fapient. 

The  obfervation  that  Beauty  in  the  fex  is 
always  attended  by  her  concomitant,  pride, 
is  not  true,  from  its  mere  nature,  but  is  fo 
expofed,  to  become  its  intimate,  that  by 
being  univerfally  admired  by  the  young, 
giddy,  and  vain  part  of  mankind  (who 
flatter  Beauty  like  a  Goddefs)  that  (he  feldom 
fails  to  fall  a  vidtim  to  pride,  vanity,  and 
folly  of  every  fpecies,  and  to  become  con¬ 
temptible 
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temptible  in  the  eyes  of  all  folid  men  of 
fenfe,  and  of  courfe  out  of  the  road  of  con¬ 
necting  themfelves  with  fuch  who  alone 
know  how  to  form  that  medium  of  efteem, 
which  can  render  it  valuable  and  lafting, 
and  their  lives  happy. 

And  although  Beauty  is  defired  by  all, 
yet  it  is  not  meritorious  in  any;  becaufe 
nothing  can  be  laudable  in  us,  but  the  pro¬ 
ductions  of  our  will  and  induftry;  for  which 
reafon  the  Fair  Sex  ought  always  to  rejeCfc 
praifes  of  their  Beauty  (as  merits  of  their 
own)  becaufe  they  are  injurious  to  God, 
who  is  the  Author,  and  likewife  to  them¬ 
felves,  as  they  are  not  their  own  Makers ; 
for  none  ought  to  be  praifed,  for  that  which 
they  are  incapable  of  performing. 

Beauty,  if  not  guarded  by  Wifdom  and 
Virtue  (which  feldom  are  bellowed  upon  it, 
is  more  to  be  feared  than  defired;  therefore 
it  may  be  in  general  of  a  pernicious  confe- 
quence,  it  being  hurtful  to  the  perfon  who 
is  endowed  with  it,  infomuch  as  it  expofeth 
her  to  various  temptations,  and  theinfolence 
of  every  ignorant  conceited  fool,  which  at 

laft 
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teft  makes  her  generally  both  wicked  and 
miferable. 

It  is  alfo  hurtful  to  the  perfon  who  woeth 
or  enjoy eth  it,  becaufe  it  fets  him  as  a  mark 
for  injuries  ;  for  many  might  have  have  led 
zn  happy  life,  and  efcaped  difcredit,  quar¬ 
rels,  ruin,  and  even  death  itfelf,  had  not 
their  wives  or  miftrefles  been  too  beautiful. 

But  though  Beauty  were  not  furrounded 
with  all  thefe  dangers,  the  nature  and  price 
of  it  ought  to  be  well  confidered,  that  we 
may  not  expedt  from  it,  a  contentment 
beyond  its  nature. 

For  when  we  have  duly  confidered  what 
Beauty  is,  we  find  it  but  the  exterior  and 
fuperficial  ornament  of  a  fickly,  and  mortal 
bcdyy  which  will  fade  with  age,  or  wither 
with  ficknefs,  or  trouble  in  the  very  fpring 
of  life,  and  perhaps  through  its  whole 
courfe. 

It  is  but  a  great  deceiver ,  which  promifeth 
much,  but  keepeth  them  not ;  for  the  moil 
amorous  have  never  found  in  it,  a  delight 
anfwerable  to  the  defire  it  kindieth. 

Therefore,  if  we  form  a  right  cftimation 
of  the  goodnefs  of  that  fo-much-defired 

pofTefiion 
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pofleffion  of  Beauty,  we  fhould  not  prize  it 
beyond  meafure,  and  when  we  have  it,  we 
fhall  then  reap  its  more  perfect  and  iincere 
iffue,  becaufe  we  fhall  not  require  of  it  more 
than  its  nature  will  truly  admit. 

Therefore,  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  pre- 
ferve  Beauty  to  its  utmoft  limited  period,  it 
is  necelTary  that  we  do  our  utmoft  endeavour 
to  preferve  the  Body  in  Health ;  for  without 
that.  Beauty  foon  will  fade,  wither,  and  die. 

For  Health  is  as  much  the  Preferver  of 
Beauty ,  as  Breath  is  that  of  Life, 

Of  all  earthly  treafures ,  Health  is  the  moft 
precious ;  for  without  the  health  of  the 
body,  the  mind  would  be  incapable  of 
maintaining  its  liberty  and  liability. 

The  diforders  arifing  from  the  humours 
of  the  body,  often  make  the  mind  turbulent 
and  froward,  and  fometimes  Reafon  is  quite 
annihilated  by  fuch  corporeal  indifpofition. 
It  is  then  the  part  of  a  wife  man  to  take  a 
moft  fpecial  and  exadt  care  of  his  health, 
embracing  every  opportunity  to  prevent  all 
exceffes  both  of  body  and  mind  ;  for  the  ill 
government  thereof,  will  produce  an  ill 
habit  of  body,  and  totally  deftroy  both 

Health 
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Health  and  Beauty;  therefore,  let  us  take  care 
of  both  extremes,  and  manage  the  body  and 
its  paffions,  not  as  living  for  it,  but  as  un¬ 
able  to  live  in  the  world,  in  fome  meafure, 
without  it. 

Our  intellectual  faculties,  without  doubt* 
were  made  for  a  nobler  end,  than  to  be 
merely  fubfervient  to  our  appetites,  yet  let 
us  allow  thofe  their  rational  demands  on 
us ;  as  to  the  horfe  that  carries  us  in  our 
journey,  it  muft  be  fed  and  tended ,  elfe  it 
will  fail  us  in  the  way. 

Almoft  all  perfons  are  guilty  of  many 
errors,  about  the  care  of  their  bodies ;  in 
the  firft  place,  they  beftow  much  coil  and 
labour  to  adorn  themfelves,  but  they  ne¬ 
glect  their  health,  in  expofing  themfelves 
half  naked  to  the  inclemency  of  the  air, 
to  fhew  their  youthful  heat  and  ftrength, 
like  fools  who  furnilh  their  houfes  genteely, 
and  fuffer  the  rain  to  fall  on  the  fine  furni¬ 
ture,  for  want  of  repairing  the  roof. 

In  refpeCt  to  cloathing,  health  and  con 
veniency  fhould  be  our  guide,  not  the 
opinions  of  the  foolifh  and  giddy  multi¬ 
tude,  as  they  deviate  from  reafon,  decency, 

C  and 
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and  propriety,  which  ought  to  govern  our 
apparel,  as  well  as  our  conduit  through 

life. 

Secondly,  They  pamper  their  ftomachs 
with  a  variety  of  meats  and  drinks,  and 
thereby  bring  on  indigeftions,  and 
inftead  of  preferving  Beauty  and  Health, 
deftroy  both  with  a  vengeance. 

Thirdly,  They  weary  and  injure  the 
body,  and  impair  the  mind,  with  gaming, 
violent  paffions,  watchings,  whoredoms, 
and  many  other  falhionable  vices. 

And  lastly.  By  indulgence,  fleep  and 
jdlenefs. 

Now  Beauty  and  the  Health  of  the  body, 
are  chiefly  preferved  by  thefe  three  princi¬ 
pal  means,  ferenity  of  mind,  an  abjiemious 
diet,  and  moderate,  exercife. 

Thefe  are  the  three  antidotes  againft  all 
iifeafes ;  but  the  greateft  is,  the  ferenity  of 
mind,  becaufe  the  mind  is  a  more  powerful 
agent  upon  the  body,  than  the  body  upon 

the  mind. 

A  meek  and  chearful  fpirit  keepeth  his 

body  healthful  j  whereas  frequent  exceflive 

fits  of  choler  and  deep  Jadnejs  deftroy  digef- 

tion.

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don,  and  thereby  poifon  the  whole  mafs  of 
blood  and  animal  fpirits,  by  which  the 
body  lofeth  its  beauteous  and  lively  com« 
plexion,  and  degenerates  into  a  lingering 
confumption. 

Solomon,  the  wifeft  of  all  mortals, 
faith, 

“  Heavinefs  in  the  heart  of  man  makes 
u  it  floop.”  '  *  * 

By  forrow  of  heart,  the  fpirit  is  bro- 
**  ken*v> 

A  merry  heart  doth  good,  like  a  me- 
*c  dicine;  but  a  broken  Ipirit  drieth  the 
cc  bones.” 

How  to  get  that  merry  heart,  he  enjoins 
us  td  ferenity  of  mind. 

€i  The  merciful  man  doth  good  to  his 
cc  own  foul ;  but  he  that  is  cruel,  troubled! 
€t  his  own  fleffi.

The  body  thus  preferved  in  health,  by 
the  ferenity  of  mind  amply  rewardeth  for 
that  good  office,  yet  the  mind  is  kept  calm 
arid  ferene  by  the  good  conftitution  of  the 
body. 

To  preferve  both,  fobriety  is  alfo  necef- 
far y ;  on  the  contrary,  nothing  wears  the 

C  2  body. 
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body,  fets  the  mind  out  of  frame,  and 
deftroy  Beauty  fo  much  as  Intemperance. 
Neither  are  thofe,  who  glut  themfelves  with 
meat  and  drink,  the  only  perfons  who  ftand 
In  need  of  an  exhortation  to  learn  fobriety, 
becaufe  too  many,  who  pafs  for  fober  per¬ 
fons,  need  that  likewife. 

For  generally  thofe  that  live  in  plenty, 
fat  and  drink  too  much,  and  confound  in 
their Jlomachs  too  many  forts,  giving  to  Na¬ 
ture,  more  than  fhe  requires;  which  fuper- 
iluity  changes  into  ill  humours,  and  a 
variety  of  difeafes  are  bred,  anfwerable  to 
the  various  forts  of  which  they  partake. 

Through  excefs  of  labour,  the  natural 
heat  which  ferves  for  nutrition ,  wears  away 
before  the  appointed  time,  and  the  fpirits 
ferving  to  bring  on  digeftion  falter  in  the 
Jiomachy  always  leave  the  intelledtual  part 
ill  ferved  in  the  upper  room*,  for  an  over¬ 
plus  of  aliment,  produceth  vitiated  blood, 
fhortens  the  period  of  life9  deftroyeth  the 
fenfes,  and  provoketh  the  fajjions  to  rebel¬ 
lion  again  ft  Reafon  itfelf. 

If  we  could  bring  ourfelves  to  a  more 
Ample,  and  lefs  abundant  diet ,  our  bodies 

and 
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and  minds  would  enjoy 'more  health,  and  a 
far  longer  life . 

The  fewer  vapours  the  ftomach  fends  to 
the  brain,  befides  that  which  is  necefiary, 
the  clearer  and  more  folid  are  the  fenfes  in 
that  upper  region. 

Therefore,  to  keep  Health,  Beauty,  Life, 
and  Serenity  of  mind,  fuch  as  have  daily 
plentiful  fare,  and  fear  that  their  ftomachs 
hath  more  appetite  than  ftrength  to  digeft 
it,  would  do  wifely  to  faft  fome  times,  in 
order  to  give  the  ftomach  a  fufficient  time 
to  reft  and  recover  its  proper  tone;  for  moft 
difeafes  in  the  beginning  may  be  greatly 
checked,  'if  not  totally  cured,  by  abjlinence . 

On  the  other  fide,  fuch  as  ufe  a  more 
fparing  vegetable  diet,  fhould  allow  them- 
felves  fome  interval  of  good  chear. 

It  opprefieth  thofe  whofe  ordinary  meals 
are  fo  many  feafts,  but  it  rcneweth  the 
vigour  of  thofe  who  ufe  it  but  feldom. 

Wine  is  efpecially  given  of  God,  to  make 
glad  the  heart  of  man  (Pfalm  104,  1  ()  a 
little  of  which  is  of  fingular  virtue  to 
charm  cares,  and  make  the  bitter  draught 
of  life  go  down  with  eafe  and  fweetnefs. 

The 
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The  third  Preferver  of  Beauty,  Is  exercife , 
without  which  the  body  becomes  loaded 
with  corrupt  humours. 

Great  eaters  require  great  exercife ,  and 
the  mod:  fober  require  fome. 

The  mod  natural  and  pleafant  exercife  Is 
walking,  to  which  they  that  lead  a  feden- 
tary  life,  mud  allow  fome  time  for  exercife  $ 
but  to  mod  perfons,  their  daily  employ¬ 
ments  give  bodily  exercife  enough,  many 
times'  too  much  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
mind,  which  thereby  is  negledted,  and  made 
fervant  to  the  body. 

If  one  is  diut  up,  or  hath  lod  the  ufe  of 
his  legs,  he  mud  contrive  fome  other  way, 
indead  of  walking,  to  exercife  the  body 
and  prevent  iicknefs ;  and  if  he  cannot  put 
his  body  to  any  exercife,  he  mud  eat  and 
drink  the  lefs. 

Thefe  are  fome  of  the  general  Precepts 
topreferve  Health ,  Beauty ,  and  long  Life ;  to 
mend  it  when  it  is  impaired,  phyjicians 
fhould  be  confided,  and  the  proper  reme¬ 
dies  ufed ;  about  which,  let  it  be  obferved, 
to  call  for  affidance  betimes,  before  Iicknefs 
have  taken  root. 


For 
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For  the  ufe  of  phyfie  is  as  much  for 
preventing  difeafes  as  for  curing  them; 
therefore  every  one  ought  to  know  their 
own  conftitutions  to  which  they  are  liable, 
and  not  to  wear  out  their  bodies  with  quack 
medicines ,  when  there  is  fufficient  afliftancQ 
to  be  had  from  real  phyficians*. 

*  A  phyfician,  (according  to  Johnfon )  one 
who  profefies  the  art  of  healing. 

If  that  be  the  true  definition  of  the  word, 
then  every  man  is  a  Phyfician ;  becaufe  it  i& 
well  known,  that  all  do  in  a  greater  or  lefler 

;  .  ,  I 

degree,  not  only  profefs,  but  pracliie  that 
noble  art « 

But  we  are  perfuaded,  that  no  man  ought 
t q  pra&ife  phyfie,  unlefs  he  be  born  under 
the  favourable  afpcdls  of  the  Heavens ,  and 
that  he  be  well  verfed  in  the  grounds  of 
natural  philofophy,  mathematicks  and  me- 
chanifm,  chymiftry,  pharmacy,  botany, 
&c.  the  exad:  inftitutions  of  the  laws  of  \Ta~ 
ture,  and  every  thing  neceflary  to  the  know- 
ledge  of  the  animal  oeconomy :  of  the  curious 
and  wonderful  organization,  flrudture  and 

operations 
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operations  of  the  human  body,  which  is  34 
exquifitc  hydraulick  machine  for  carrying 
round  a  variety  of  different  fluids  ;  in  fhort, 
he  muft  underftand  all  the  powers,  proper¬ 
ties  and  adtions  of  all  things  that  compofe 
the  body,  and  the  proper  office  of  each 
part;  for  without  which,  he  will  never  be 
able  to  regulate  or  repair  this  wonderful 
machine,  when  it  is  injured  or  difordered. 

St.  Paul  fays,  that  the  knowledge  of 
phyfic  (or  the  art  of  curing  difeafes)  is  a 
peculiar  gift  of  God  to  forne  men,  i  Cor. 
Chap.  xii. 

Therefore,  it  would  not  be  a  ffrained  af- 
f^rtion,  if  we  fhould  fay,  that  no  man 
ought  to  pra&ife  phyfic,  unlefs  he  be  bom 
a  pbyjtcian i  for  if  he  be  not,  all  the  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  world,  a  diploma  from  all  the 
univerfities,  colleges,  &c.  could  not  make 
him  a  phyfician. 

"Tis  true  they  may  give  him  a  grand 
title t  called  doBor,  &c.  who  will  then  be 
(without  the  above  requifites)  but  an  igno¬ 
rant  one,  fit  only  to  murder  or  cripple  one 
half,  or  more,  of  thofe  who  fhould  be  fo 
unfortunate  to  be  under  his  care. 
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The  mifapplication  of  the  talents  of 
youth,  (oc cafioned  by  the  ignorance,  ava¬ 
rice,  or  pride  of  parents)  joined  to  the  pre- 
fent  method  of  qualifying  them  for  Dottors, 
is  the  only  reafon  we  can,  with  difficulty, 
find  one  who  can  cure  any  diforder  to  any 
degree  of  certainty, 

i 

Had  the  ancient  original  fimplicity  of 
practice  continued,  we  make  no  doubt,  but 
we  ffiould  have  arrived  at  the  ne  plus  ultra 
of  phyfical  knowledge  long  fince. 

The  time  which  is  fpent  in  order  to  take 
the  title  of  Doflor,  is  more  than  one  half 
of  a  man’s  life,  and  the  greateft  part  thereof 
totally  loft. 

The  learned  languages  do  not  inftrubt  us 
into  the  knowledge  of  Natural  Philofophy, 
the  Mathematicks,  Mechanicks,  Chymiftry, 
Pharmacy,  Anatomy,  Botany,  &c.  It  is 
thefe  feiences  which  are  the  foundation  of 
Phyfic,  and  the  knowledge  of  the  virtues 
and  dofes  of  the  Materia  Me  die  a  and  Che¬ 
mical  Preparations ,  its  chief  corner  Stone . 

To  conclude  :  As  the  healthieft  body  is 
but  a  tiering  houfe,  which  muft  every 
day  be  underpropped  with  food,  and  muft 

D  at 
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at  the  appointed  time,  notwithftanding  all 
our  .  care,  moft  afluredly  fall,  we  fhould 
therefore  look  upon  it  but  as  a  tenement  at 
will,  which  we  hold  under  God  our  Land¬ 
lord,  not  fearing,  but  rejoicing  that  we 
muft  leaveit ;  becaufe  we  know  that  if  our 
earthly  houfe,  of  this  tabernacle,  were  dif- 
folved,  we  have  a  Building  of  God,  a  Houle 
not  made  with  Hands  eternal,  in  the  Heavens.

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The  breath  is  the  air  which  is  drawn  in, 
and  ejected  out  again,  by  the  lungs,  but 
may  more  properly  be  called  the  life  and 
foul  of  a  man ;  for  when  that  departeth 
from  the  body,  life  departeth  alfo  with  it, 
and  we  find  in  Holy  Writ,  that  the  body  of 
Adam  was  but  an  ina&ive  form  of  a  man, 
’till  God  breathed  into  his  noftrils,  the 
breath  of  life,  and  then  he  became  a  living 

*  V  -  -  ft' 

foul. 

Now  if  the  breath  were  not  the  foul, 
then  it  followeth  that  there  was  one  in 
Adam,  before  that  God  had  breathed  into 
his  noftrils,  which  is  both  contrary  to  fcrip- 
ture  and  reafon  ;  for  it  is  confirmed,  that 
when  a  man  dies,  that  the  body  returns 
to  the  duft  from  whence  it  came,  and  the 
foul  to  God  that  gave  it. 

And  fince  we  cannot  find  that  he  gave 
Adam  any  thing  elfe  but  breath  (faving  the 
above  form)  therefore  the  foul  here  men¬ 
tioned  muft  be  the  breath,  life,  and  foul 
of  man. 

Now  by  Adam’s  tranfgreflion,  we  find  he 
and  all  his  pofterity  were  curfed  with  difeafes, 
Jweat9  toil ,  death ,  and  all  our  woe ,  (nay 

.4..  0  »  '  *  ,  1  '  '  »  “  it 
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even  the  earth  and  fea,  and  all  that  inhabit 
therein  were  made  partakers  of  this  cur/e) 
fo  that  the  body  became  an  intire  mafs  of 
corruption,  therefore  it  is  no  great  wonder 
that  the  breath  fhould  partake  of  the  noxi¬ 
ous  qualities  thereof ;  for  during  the  inter¬ 
val  between  infpiration  and  refpiration, 
though  but  a  fhort  fpace  of  time,  yet,  ne- 

verthelefs,  the  breath  mud  be  infe&ed  with 

'  » 

the  volatile  effluvia  of  its  corruptive  body, 
and  become  more  or  lefs  hurtful  to  another 
who  fhould  imbibe  the  fame,  in  proportion 
to  the  wholefomenefs  orunwholefomenefs  of 
that  body  from  whence  it  came ;  for  the 
breath  of  every  man,  and  all  that  which  is 
emitted  from  him,  either  by  fenfible  or  in- 
fenfible  perfpiration,  is  noxious  to  its  own 
body,  and  to  all  others ;  and  if  it  were  not 
continually  purified  by  that  of  the  elementary- 
one,  the  body  could  not  exifl  but  a  fhort 
time,  before  it  would  die  putrid:  how  much 
more  deadly  then,  muft  it  be  to  thofe  who 
labour  under  difeafes  l 

This  is  one  of  the  grand  caufes  of  the 
plague ,  and  all  pejlilential  fevers ,  which  al¬ 
ways  happen  where  too  many  are  confined 

together. 
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together,  witnefs  the  clofe  crouded  cities, 
goals.  See. 

Now  if  the  body  was  fupported  by  the 
vegetable  world,  without  any  of  the  animal9 
it  would  not  be  fo  liable  to  difeafes ,  more 
particularly  fo  from  that  noxious  diforder 
the  Scurvy,  which  is  the  original  caufe  of 
putrefaction,  and  the  diffolution  of  all 
animal  bodies,  and  without  doubt,  by  a  pro¬ 
per  phyjical  care,  life  would  be  extended  to 
its  utmoft  limited  period,  which  we  are  po- 
fitively  affured  is  not  lefs  than  969  years. 

It  is  true,  that  immediately  before  the 
Deluge,  God  faid,  “  My  Spirit  (hall  not 
4e  always  ftrive  with  man,  for  that  he  alfo 
€*  is  flelh,  yet  his  days  fhall  be  an  hundred 

and  twenty  years.” 

But  God  does  not  here  mention  a  Angle 
word,  that  man  fhould  not  live  longer  than 
that  time;  therefore  this  fentence  does  not 
prove  that  the  age  of  man  is  lefs  than  669 
years ;  neither  can  we  fuppofe  that  any  man 
is  fo  damnably  wicked  as  to  believe,  that 
the  Almighty  is  a  God,  that  would  change 
his  mind,  or  repent  or  that  which  he  has 
done!  heca ufe  the  Scriptures  have  allured 

u% 
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us,  that  he  is  a  God  who  cannot  repent. 
We  are  perfuaded  to  believe  that  the  above 
fentence ,  and  thofe  which  are  likewife  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  fame  chapter,  was  written  pur- 
pofely  to  let  us  know  that  the  wickednefs 
of  man  was  great,  and  that  they  would 
thereby  foon  defiroy  their  conllitutions,  and 
fhorten  that  long  period  of  life,  which  he 
had  granted  to  them  and  therefore  lead: 
the  world  fhould  be  annihilated  before  the 
appointed  time,  God  would,  during  his 
pleafure,  prevent  them  from  dying  till  they 
had  lived  1 20  years ;  from  whence  we  may 
conclude  that  it  is  mankind,  and  not  God, 
who  have  Ihortened  their  days. 

For  after  the  fall  of  Adam,  as  all  living 
creatures  became  fubje&ed  to  death,  fo  they 
had  all  a  fixed  time  for  their  diflblution ; 
that  all  might  live  to  that  period,  and  none 
beyond  it,  is  plainly  evinced  to  us  in  Holy 
Writ ,  where  it  is  faid,  “  That  there  is  an 
appointed  time,  for  all  men  once  to  die, 
and  after  that  to  judgment.” 

Again  he  has  allured  us,  that  he  does  not 
defire  the  Death  of  a  Sinnner,  (meaning 
all  mankind,  becaufe  all  are  finners,  much 

more 
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more  fo  in  deftroying  or  Shortening  their 
lives)  but  rather  that  they  would  live  and 
repent,  (that  is,  that  all  may  live,  if  they 
will,  to  their  utmoft  limited  period,  which 
is  fixed  for  them.) 

For  it  would  be  a  moft  damnable  docftrine 
to  believe  that  God  fho’uld  permit  one  mail 
to  live  969  years,  and  another  but  fixty, 
more  efpecially  as  he  has  affured  us  likewife, 
that  He  is  no  refpedtor  of  peffons,  &c. 

Therefore,  we  may  with  juft  reafon  con¬ 
clude  from  hence,  (which  is  from  no  lefs 
authority  than  God  himfelf)  that  the  age 
of  man  is  no  lefs  than  969  years ;  but  how 
much  longer  the  limited  boundaries  of  a 
man’s  life  is  fet,  we  know  not,  and  muft 
remain  a  fecret  to  us,  unlefs  God  {hall 
pleafe  to  reveal  it. 

It  is  very  vifible,  and  univerfally  acknow¬ 
ledged,  that  there  is  now  the  fame  longevity 
among  the  brute  creation,  and  the  vegetable 
world,  as  there  was  in  the  beginning,  as 
is  exprefsly  recorded  alfo  in  the  Scriptures-. 

And  it  is  likewife  beyond  a  doubt  (al¬ 
though  believed  but  by  a  few)  that  the  fame 
limited  period  as  was  originally  fixed  for 

•  .  man* 
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man,  does  Inviolably  ftill  remain ;  and  the 
only  reafon  why  mankind  'do  not  now  live 
as  long  as  they  did  before  the  Deluge ,  is 
plainly  accounted  for,  if  we  ferioufly  con- 
lider  how  far  we  are  departed  from  our  orL 
ginal  priftine  ftrength  and  purity,  by  a  com¬ 
plication  of  hereditary  and  acquired  difor- 
ders. 

That  we  may  juftly  affirm  that  one  out  of 
every  ten,  brought  up  in  large  populous 
cities  have,  by  their  intemperance  and  de¬ 
baucheries  been  fo  far  debilitated,  that  they 
have  paffed  through  the  different  ftages  of 
life,  and  died  feemingly  with  old  age ,  at 
thirty,  or  forty ;  and  many  have  rendered 
themfelves  quite  incapable  at  the  fame  age 
of  propagation. 

And  fome,  although  they  have  lived  very 
abftemioufly,  yet  they  have  been  fo  enfeebled 
by  the  intemperance  and  debaucheries  of 
their  parents,  that  they  have  been  all  their 
lives  like  eunuchs,  in  point  of  manhood. 

In  fhort,  if  thofe  mortals  were  not  af- 
lifted  with  the  falutary  union  of  the  healthy 
and  untainted,  all  their  offspring,  would 
be  totally  annihilated  in  a  few  years.

From  whence  it  appears  plainly,  that  a 
total  diffolution  of  mankind  cannot  now  be 
far  oft,  becaufe  luxury ,  intemperancey  and 
all  kinds  of  debauchery  (the  grand  dejlroyers 
of  life)  have  been  ever  fince  the  Deluge,  till 
the  year  1725,  chiefly  confined  to  large  and 
populous  cities  ;  but  fince  that  period,  they 
have  broken  loofe  from  their  confinement, 
and  taken  poffeflion  of  towns ,  and  are  rapidly 
extending  their  baneful  influence  all  over 
the  face  of  the  earth  ;  fo  that  we  may  affirm, 
in  a  few  years  all  mankind  will  feel  their 
direful  effefts. 

For  if  every  city  were  now  to  be  put  to 
the  fame  trial  as  Gomorrah  was,  we  are  verily 
perfuaded  that  all,  or  the  greateft  part  of 
them,  would  {hare  the  fame  unhappy  fate. 

This  fentence  will  appear  to  thofe  who 
profefs  themfelves  Chrijiiansy  to  be  wicked 
and  uncharitable,  but  ’till  they  can  {hew  us 
a  better  Jignt  than  what  they  have  hitherto 
done,  we  have  no  reafon  to  induce  us  to 
alter  our  opinion. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  purify  the  breath, 
we  fhall  prefcribe  fuch  a  remedy  as  will  re¬ 
move 
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move  all  diforders  which  are  the  caufe

thereof.  ; 

A  foetid  or  {linking  breath,  does  always 
proceed  from  rotten  or  carious  teeth ,  ul¬ 
cerated  lungs,  or  paflage  leading  thereto. 
Scurvy ,  or  fome  other  chronic  diforder. 

If  from  rotten,  or  carious  teeth,  the 
beft  method  is  to  extract  them;  but  if  from 
any  dijorder,  we  fhall  recommend  the  Black 
Pills,  which  are  an  infallible  Specific  for 
curing  the  Scurvy ,  King  s  Evil,  and  all 
fcrophulous  Tumors,  Cancers,  Ulcers, 
Leprofy,  Defluxions,  and  Diftillations  of 
Rheum,  Tubercles  of  the  Lungs,  and  every 
other  Diforder,  that  is  capable  of  render** 
ing  the  breath  any  way  difagreeable.  They 
alfo  cure  all  Hereditary  Difeales,  and  rea¬ 
nimate  lifelefs  -debilitated  Man  to  his  ori¬ 
ginal  ftrength  and  purity,  which  is  now 
almoft  annihilated  through  a  bad  habit  of 
body,  contradted  by  themlelves,  or  their 
Ancejlors ,  which  is  too  vifibiy  feen  and  felt 
in  themfelves,  or  their  feeble  ofi spring, 

A  few  Boxes  of  thefe  Pills  will  very 
often  (if  the  Conftitution  is  not  too  much 

contaminated)  render  the  jouleji  breath 
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fweet  and  agreeable,  and  every  part  of  the 
Perfon ,  more  amiable  and  healthy. 

But  if  the  body  is  deeply  tainted  with  a 
complication  of  diforders,  nature  then 
muft  require  a  longer  time  to  expel  her 
enemy,  than  in  thofe  who  are  lefs  infedted. 

As  it  is  neceffary  that  great  regard  ought 
to  be  had  in  all  of  the  above  diforders  to 
Diet ,  as  well  as  to  Medicine,  we  would 
here  advife  the  Valetudinarian  to  avoid  all 
fpirituous  Liquors ,  and  all  forts  of  meats 
which  are  hard  of  digeftion  $  and  if  poffible, 
to  live  intirely  on  a  vegetable  Diet ,  as  being 
the  moft  falutaay ,  but  thofe  who  cannot 
bear  fuch  a  courfe  of  living,  muft  do  their 
utmoft  endeavour  to  eat  fparingly  (as  they 
poffibly  can)  of  all  animal  food. 

Directions  for  taking  the  Black  Pills . 

Two  of  the  Black  Pills  to  be  taken 
every  night  and  morning,  till  one  box  is 
taken ;  the  next  morning  take  a  dofe  of 
Manna  and  Glauber’s  fait  ^  but  fuch  perfons 
who  cannot  take  the  fait,  &c.  may  take  a 
fcruple,  or  half  a  drachm  of  Jalap,  or  a 
quarter  of  an  ounce  of  Senna,  infuied  in  a 
gill  of  boiling  water,  or  an  ounce  of  Leni¬ 
tive 
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tive  Ele&uary,  working  it  off  with  water- 
gruel,  herb  tea,  &c. 

A  few  nights  after,  take  the  pills  as  be¬ 
fore,  after  that  the  Manna,  &c.  till  cured ; 
yet  it  is  better  to  take  a  box  of  piils,  after 
every  fymptom  of  the  difeafe  is  gone,  than 
Otherwife. 

In  defperate  Scobrutic  cafes ,  the  Pills 
&c.  muft  be  continued  for  many  weeks; 
but  if  the  conftitution  cannot  bear  fuch 
difeipline,  they  may  be  omitted  for  two  or 
three  days,  and  then  repeat  them  again,  as 
fymptoms  fhould  indicate. 

It  is  requifite  that  the  pills  fhould  keep 
the  body  gently  open ;  if  they  do  not,  take 
a  dofe  of  Glauber’s  falts,  &c.  every  week; 
but  if  they  fhould  procure  loofe  {tools, 
the  falts,  &c.  may  either  be  omitted,  or 
taken  but  once  in  two  weeks. 

N.  B.  Letters  (poft  paid)  from  any  per- 
fon  in  town  or  country,  ftating  any  particu¬ 
lar  cafe,  fhall  be  anfwered,  and  in  fuch  as 
require  attendance,  fhall  be  waited  on  to 
any  part  of  the  town,  on  remitting  ios.  6de 
to  S.  L.  at  No.  133,  in  Drury-Lane. 
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The  head  being  the  moft  elevated  part  of 
the  body,  we  {hall  beg  leave  to  treat  of  the 
maladies  and  deformities  to  which  it  is 
liable,  or  at  leaft  fo  many  of  them,  as  are 
requifite  to  be  known  to  the  Fair  Sex,  and 
afterwards  the  other  parts  of  the  body,  in 
a  regular  order. 

And  firft,  of  the  hairy  Scalp,  or  that  part 
of  the  Head,  which  is  ufually  covered  with 
hair. 

The  hairy  Scalp  is  without  doubt  natural 
to  generate  little  animals,  which  are  vul¬ 
garly  called  lice,  and  by  indifcretley  comb¬ 
ing  them  out,  the  head  is  too  often  fcratched 
thereby,  from  whence  thefe  animals  will 
breed  therein,  and  this  is  generally  the 
original  caufe  of  the  fcabbed  and  fcald-heads, 
which  are  not  only  very  troublefome,  difa- 
greeable,  and  painful  diforders,  but  when  of 
long  {landing,  they  become  very  hard  and 
difficult  to  cure,  and  oftentimes  leave  an 
incurable  baldnejs  behind,  which  is  another 
great  deformity  5  and,  therefore,  the  Gover- 
nejj'es  of  young  children,  ffiould  always  avoid 
combing,  rubbing,  or  agitating  the  head 
of  a  childj  becaufe  fcratching,  rubbing,  or 

agitating 
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agitating  the  head,  &c.  may  bring  on  many 
forts  of  ulcerous  tumours,  fuch  as  are  com¬ 
monly  known  to  the  Faculty  by  the  names 
of  Achor,  Favus ,  and  Tinea,  they  being 
the  names  given  to  the  different  forts  of  the 
fcabbed  and  fcald-heads.  As  for  example. 
When  the  head  is  ulcerated,  and  appears 
of  a  red  dug-like  colour,  with  little  holes 
therein,  and  difcharging  therefrom  a  thin 
fanious  humour,  it  is  called  an  Achor . 

And  when  the  head  is  ulcerated  with  large 
holes,  and  difcharges  a  humour  fomewhat 
refembling  honey ,  it  is  called  a  Favus . 

But  when  the  head  is  ulcerated  deep,  with 
a  dry  crufty  [cab ,  corrupting  the  roots  of 
the  hair,  and  attended  with  a  fcetid,  difa- 
greeable  fmell,  it  is  then  called  a  Tinea, 
There  is  fomething  very  peculiar  and  re¬ 
markable  in  this  lajl  ulcer ,  which  is,  that 
it  will  by  contad,  infedt  all  thofe  who  are 
younger,  but  not  thofe  who  are  older  than 
thernfelves. 

But  Governeffes  of  young  children  are  but 
too  apt  (notwithftanding  the  train  of  evils 
it  is  liable  to  produce)  to  rub ,  agitate ,  and 

fcratch 
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fcratch  the  head,  under  the  foolifh  opinion 
of  taking  off  the  fcurf,  ftrengthening  the 
futures,  or  clofing  up  the  mould  thereof,  ’ 
not  confidering  that  the  head  of  a  young 
child  is  the  hotteft  part  of  the  body  ;  and, 
therefore,  it  is  more  fubje&ed  to  humours, 
and  fometimes  thofe  of  the  worft  kind. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  deftroy  lice,  and 
prevent  the  fcratching  the  head  with  the 
comb,  we  fhall  here  recommend  to  the 
public  an  Ointment ,  called  from  its  peculiar 
properties,  the  Pedicular  Ointment,  which 
is  infallible  for  deflroying  every  fort  of  lice9 
which  is  common  to  mankind 9  only  by 
anointing:  the  head  and  hair  therewith  as 

o 

often  as  occafion  fhould  require. 

It  has  a  very  agreeable  fmell,  a  beautiful 
colour,  and  is  as  harmlefs  as  pomatum. 
To  be  had  at  the  place  of  fale  mentioned  at 
the  end  of  this  Treatife. 

The  different  forts  of  the  fcabbed  and 
fcald  heads,  are  cured  by  an  ointment, 
called  the  Tinea  Ointment9  and  the  fpecific 
Jomentation9  which  may  be  depended  upon 
for  curing  every  fpecies  thereof. 


Method 
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Method  of  ufing  the  Tinea  Ointment  and 
the  Specific  Fomentation . 

After  cutting  off  the  hair,  either  with 
the  fciflars  or  razor,  as  clofe  to  the  furface 
of  the  head  as  poffible,  then  let  the  head 
be  bathed  with  the  Specific  Fomentation 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  every  day,  as  warm 
as  you  can  without  injury,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  after  that  apply  the  Tinea  Ointment 
(fpread  thick  on  linen)  all  over  the  part  af- 
fedled,  and  fo  continue  daily  the  Ointment 
and  Fomentation  ’till  cured,  which  is  ge¬ 
nerally  performed  in  about  ten  or  twenty 
days ;  taking  daring  the  cure,  and  one 
week  after,  the  Black  Fills  before  men¬ 
tioned.

To 
be  had  at  the  place  of  fale. 

The  head  is  likewife  fubjedted  to  pain, 
giddinefs,  &c.  but  as  thefe  complaints  are 
generally  the  fymptoms  of  many  other 

F  difordcrs* 
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diforders,  the  Sufferer  is  defired  to  apply 
perfonally  to  the  Author  of  this  Treatife, 
who  will  give  every  neceffary  information 
and  relief. 

Of  the  Ears,  and  the  Diforders  and  Blemijhes 
to  which  they  are  liable . 

The  Ear  is  liable  to  many  diforders,  fuch 
as  Inf  animations,  Impofhumations,  Deafnefs, 
See.  which  proceed  fometimes  by  the  audi¬ 
tory  paflage  being  wanted,  or  the  Meatus 
Auditorial  unperforated,  owing  to  the  pref- 
fure  of  the  furrounding  parts  of  the  Pelvis , 
during  Geftation,  and  fometimes  Deafnefs, 
like  other  diforders,  are  hereditary,  or  the 
confequence  of  Fevers ,  Lues  Fenerea ,  Apo¬ 
plexy,  Epilepfy,  and  fometimes  from  catch¬ 
ing  Cold,  or  by  Concuffioris,  found  of 
large  Cannons ,  See.  or  heavy  Falls,  Blows, 
&c.  by  which  the  Timpanum  is  over-flretch- 
ed,  injured,  or  broken,  or  by  the  Wax 
being  hardened  therein,  and  from  many 
other  Caufes  too  tedious  to  mention. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  cure  Deafnefs,  we 
{hall  recommend  to  the  Afflidled,  the  Au¬ 
ricular  Drops ,  which  will  foon  prevent  an 

inflam- 
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inflammation  from  impofthumating,  and  if 
impofthumated  prevent  deafnefs,  and  if 
deaf,  they  will  foon  reftore  the  Ear  to  its 
hearing,  if  the  Drum  of  the  Ear  is  not 
broken,  &c. 

Thefe  Drops  are  not  only  infallible  in 
curing  Deafnefs,  but  alfo  in  every  complaint 
to  which  the  internal  Ear  is  fubjedted. 

Method  of  ufing  the  Auricular  Drops. 

Let  ten  or  twelve  of  the  Drops  be  drop¬ 
ped  into  the  Ear,  every  night  and  morning, 
putting  immediately  after  a  little  fine  lint 
or  cotton  moiftened  therewith  into  the  Ear, 
and  upon  that  a  poultice,  made  of  white 
bread,  milk,  onions,  and  fweet  oil  j  let  the 
poultice  be  tied  up  in  a  linen  cloth,  and 
applied  to  the  Ear  as  hot  as  poffible,  with¬ 
out  injury,  and  repeat  the  fame  procefs 

’till  cured. 

It  is  neceffary,  if  the  deafnefs  be  of  long 
{landing,  to  take  four  or  five  boxes  of  the 
Black  Pills,  according  to  the  directions  be- 
fore  given. 

We  could  here  mention  many  cates  of 
total  deafnefs,  which  were  deemeo  inc.ira

A  perfon  who  had  fome  years  before  ex¬ 
perienced  the  virtues  of  Auricular  Drops* 
recommended  him  to  the  author,  and  in  the 
fpace  of  five  weeks,  he  was  reftored  to  his 
Hearing  as  well  as  ever. 

’Tis  to  be  remarked,  that  the  above  pa¬ 
tient  was  totally  deaf  near  fix  years. 

It  is  alfo  common  for  young  children  to 
have  running  watry  humours  behind  their 
ears.  Thefe 
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Thefe  humours  appear  to  be  both  a  natu-

For  curing  which,  we  {hall  recommend 
the  Specific  Cerate ,  which  being  fpread  on 
a  piece  of  linen,  and  applied  to  the  ulcer 
every  night  and  morning,  it  will  affuredly 
in  a  little  time  perform  a  perfect  cure. 

This  Cerate  may  alfo  be  depended  upon 
for  curing  every  kind  of  humour  belonging 
to  the  human  body.

Of  the  Eyes,  and  the  Difiorders ,  and  Ble- 
mijhes  to  which  they  are  liable . 

The  Eyes  are  the  Organs  of  Vijion ,  and 
the  mod  tender  parts  of  the  whole  animal 
machine.  As  they  are  the  mod  precious 
of  all  our  fenfes,  fo  they  are  alfo  more 
liable  to  diforders ,  infirmities ,  and  blemifhes, 
than  any  other  parts  when  any  injury  is 
done  to  them  ;  for  if  one  of  the  eyes  is  in¬ 
jured. 
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jured,  the  other  generally  fufFers,  and  often* 
times  perifhes  with  it. 

The  1’eaft  blow  given,  or  the  lead:  cold 
taken  (if  a  proper  application,  &c.  is  not 
immediately  ufed)  an  inflammation  will 
thereby  enfue,  and  bring  on  a  train  of  dread¬ 
ful  diforders,  which  have  various  names 
given  to  them,  according  to  their  feveral 
appearances,  viz. 

When  an  inflammation  and  ftagnation  of 
the  blood  appears  in  the  capillaries  of  the 
albugineous  coat  of  the  Eye,  attended  with 
heat,  pain,  and  fwelling,  it  is  called  an 
Ophthalmia . 

When  a  catarrh,  or  a  flux  of  blood  is 
diftilled  like  tears  ’from  the  angles  of  the 
Eyes,  and  tunica  adnata,  it  is  called  Epi-* 
phora. 

And  when  a  fuffufion,  or  a  thick  foul- 
nefs,  or  an  excrefience  on  the  tunica,  cor¬ 
nea,  or  adnata,  or  the  aqueous  humour  is 
confirmed,  it  is  called  a  Cataraff* 

When  a  fiefhy  membrane  arifes  from  the 
great  Canthus  of  the  Eye,  and  fpreads  itfelf 
over  the  tunica,  adnata,  or  albuginea,  it  is 
called  an  Albugo , 
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But  when  it  covers  the  cornea,  and  ei¬ 
ther  impairs,  or  quite  eclipfes  vifion,  it  is 
then  called  Pterygium . 

And  when  there  is  a  total  eclipfe  of 
vifion,  or  a  total  lofs  of  fight,  and  the 
Eyes,  at  the  fame  time  appear  very  well,  it 
is  then  called  Gutta  Serena . 

When  a  tumour  appears  between  the  great 
canthus  and  the  root  of  the  nofe,  it  is  called 
uinchylops ;  but  when  it  is  impofthumated, 
it  is  then  called  IE gy lops. 

And  when  it  grows  ulcerous,  and  the 
tears  are  involuntarily  difcharged,  it  is 
called  Fiftula  Lachrimalis. 

When  the  great  caruncle  of  the  great 
canthus  is  leffened,  or  a  total  lofs  thereof* 
it  is  called  Rhias. 

And  when  the  caruncle  grows  too  large, 
or  too  high,  it  is  called  Encanthus. 

And  when'  the  cbriftiline  humour  is 
changed  of  a  green  colour,  it  is  called 
Glaucoma . 

As  we  have  now  defcribed  moft  of  the 
the  diforders  incident  to  the  Eyes,  and  their 
various  appearances,  we  (hall  here  propofe 

remedies  for  curing  the  fame,  and  if  pofiible 

not 
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fiot  to  leave  the  leaft fear  or  blemijh  behind;  as 
fuch  misfortunes  are  but  too  often  the  cafe. 

All  the  maladies  before  mentioned  do 
originally  proceed  from  external  injuries, 
or  internal  caufes  ;  therefore  all  we  have  to 
do,  is  to  preferibe  proper  applications  for 
the  one,  and  fuch  internal  medicines  for  the. 
Other,  as  will  be  capable  of  effecting  the 
removal  thereof. 

But  that  which  is  common  at  firft,  is  an 
Inflammation  or  Ophthalmia ,  which  always 
proceeds  either  from  external  injuries,  or 
by  catching  cold  (as  is  vulgarly  called)  and 
if  not  cured  in  due  time,  it  advances  ra¬ 
pidly  to  other  diforders,  ’till  vifion  is  to¬ 
tally  eclipfed,  or  the  Eyes  intirely  perilhed, 
which  is  not  only  a  very  great  blemifh, 
but  alfo  one  of  the  greateft  affii&ions  that 
can  poflibly  happen. 

We  fhall  here  recommend  an  Eye-water 
called  the  Ophthalmic  Lotiony  which  from 
its  falutary  properties  will  cure  every  fpe- 
cies  of  an  Ophthalmia9  or  an  Inflammation

We  (hall  now  beg  leave  to  mention,  a  few 
words  more  concerning  the  eyes,  which 
are  alfo  neceflary  to  be  known,  and  then 
conclude. 

When  viiion  is  indiftindt,  unlefs  the  ob¬ 
ject  is  placed  near  the  eyes,  the  affedion 
is  called  Myopta,  or  Purblind. 

This  misfortune,  if  natural,  it  cannot 
be  cured  by  medicines,  but  it  may  be  af* 
fitted  greatly  by  ufing  concave  glaffes ;  but  if 
it  proceeds  from  a  weaknefs  of  the  furround¬ 
ing  parts,  the  Ophthalmic  Lotion  and  the 
Aperient  Pills  will,  without  doubt,  moft 
afluredly  perform  a  cure. 

When  the  bail  of  the  eye  inclines  more 
to  one  fide  than  to  the  other,  fo  as  the  rays 
of  light  fall  obliquely  on  the  retina ,  the 
affection  is  called  Strabifmus9  or  Squinting. 

This  blemifh,  or  deformity,  is  often 
catched  by  children  when  three,  four,  or 
five  years  old,  or  more,  by  feeing  others 
do  the  fame,  but  more  often  from  the  pol- 
ture  they  are  laid  in  ;  when  infants  by  not 
{uttering  the  light  to  come  at  their  e\es 
in  any  other  dire&ion,  and  fometimes  it 
happens  from  convulfions,  &c. 
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For  the  cure  of  which  the  Reader  is  de- 
fired  to  apply  to  the  Author.  When  a 
collection  of  pus  is  under  the  cornea,  it  is 
called  Hypopyo n. 

When  fmall  bladders  are  generated  in  the 
cornea  or  tunica  adnata,  and  filled  with 
water,  they  are  called  Ph/yBceftr#. 

And  when  fmall  tubercles  are  on  the  eye¬ 
lids,  refembling  a  barleycorn,  they  are  then 
called  Horde  um. 

But  when  they  referable  a  hailflone,  they 
are  called  Gran  do. 

Sometimes  the  uvcea  falls  out,  in  this 
cafe,  if  it  cannot  be  cured  by  the  Ophthal¬ 
mic  Lotion  and  the  Aperient  Pills ,  recourse 
muft  be  had  to  the  chirurgical  operation  ; 
therefore  fuch  who  labour  under  this  blemifh, 
may  confult  the  Author ,  or  any  other  Ikil- 
ful  pra&itioner  in  furgery,  &c. 

As  the  above  misfortune  is  a  very  great 
blemifh,  it  will  always  be  proper  to  have 
afliitance,  at  the  firlt  appearance  thereof,  and, 
if  poffible,  prevent  the^deformity.

There  is  alfo  another  diforder  belonging 
to  the  eyes,  which  may  be  properly  called 
an  Ague ,  as  it  is  a  periodical  pain,  and  in- 
flammation  in  one  or  both  of  the  eyes,  but 
more  commonly  in  one  of  them. 

For  the  cure  of  this  diforder  we  recom¬ 
mend  a  large  bliftering  plaifter  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  behind  one  of  the  ears,  and  particu¬ 
larly  on  that  fide  in  which  the  eye  is  pained, 
and  then  take  half  a  drachm  of  Ipecacobanna , 
for  a  vomit,  and  work  it  off  with  warm 
water,  and  after  that  take  a  drachm  of  pow¬ 
dered  Bark  every  three  hours  during  the 
interval  of  pain,  till  one  ounce  and  half  is 
taken,  which  cannot  fail  of  curing  the 
Ague  in  the  eyes. 

DircBions  for  taking  the  Aperient  Bills . 

One  of  the  Aperient  Pills  to  be  taken 
every  night  and  morning  till  fix  of  them 
are  taken,  drinking  during  the  time  plenti¬ 
fully  of  water  grud. 

It  is  neceffary  after  fix  of  the  pills  are 
taken,  to  ceafe  for  one  week,  and  then  re¬ 
peat 
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:peat  them  again  in  like  manner,  till  four 
boxes  of  them  are  taken. 

It  is  here  to  be  obferved  how  many  ble- 
miflies  and  deformities  may  happen  to  the 
eyes;  therefore,  how  precautioufly  ought  we 
to  a£t,  and  how  neceflary  it  is  to  apply  and 
to  ufe  the  proper  Remedies ,  on  the  leaft  ap¬ 
pearance  of  injury  done  to  them  ?  But  we 
are  well  convinced  by  experience,  that 
it  is  altnoft  impoffible  that  any  blemifh,  or 
deformity,  can  ever  happen  to  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  Sufferer,  if  the  above  Jldvice  be  duly 
followed* 

Of  the  Difeafes  and  Rlemifhes  of  the  No/e. , 
and  the  Remedies  for  curing  the  fame. 

The  Nofe  is  the  organ  of  feent,  through 
which  the  effluvia  of  all  bodies  (by  ftrik- 
ing  on  the  Olfa&ory  Nerves)  are  conveyed 
to  the  brain,  or  medulla  cerebri,  and  from 
whence  we  have  the  fenfe  of  fmeding ; 
it  is  alfo  the  emun&ory  of  the  head, 
through  which  the  noxious  humouis  there¬ 
of  are  evacuated. 

If  by  any  accident  the  head  fhould  catch 

cold,  the  diftillation  thereof  doth  often- 

it  times 
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times  become  of  a  corrofive  nature,  fo  as 
to  wound  the  Olfactory  Nerves,  and  deftroy 
totally  thereby  the  fenfe  of  fmelling  ;  and 
from  the  corrofive  di filiation  is  generally 
the  foundation  of  the  Coryza ,  Ozena,  Pol - 
lypus ,  and  Sarcoma ,  which  are  names  given 
to  the  different  diforders  of  the  no fe  ;  all 
of  which  are  not  only  difagreeable  to  the 
Sufferer ,  but  very  loathfome  to  by-ftanders. 

A  Coryza ,  is  a  defluxion  of  a  ferous  fharp 
humour  from  the  glands  of  the  head. 

An  Ozena  is  an  ulcer  in  the  infide  of  the 
noftrils,  difeharging  therefrom  an  acrimo¬ 
nious  ft  nking  humour. 

A  Polly  pus  is  an  excrefcence  growing  in 
the  inflde  of  the  noftrils,  adhering  by  many 
roots,  and  of  different  colours,  hanging 
pendulous,  hindering  refpiration  and 
fpeech,  and  fometimes  defeending  to  the 
Uvula. 

A  Sarcoma ,  is  an  excrefcence  much  like 
the  former,  but  without  roots,  or  but  one 
continued  root ;  it  may  be  properly  called 
the  beginning  of  a  Pollypus ,  becaufe  it  will 
in  time  generate  into  one. 

There 
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There  is  likewife  another  ulcer  called 
Noli  me  t anger e  (or  touch  me  not.  )  This 
is  an  external  corrofive  ulcer  in  the  alcse  of 
the  nofe,  and  it  will  (if  not  cured)  fome- 
times  deftroy  the  whole  fubftance  thereof. 

All  thefe  different  diforders  proceed  either 
from  the  corrofive  diftillation  before-men¬ 
tioned,  a  bad  habit  of  body,  or  Venereal 
Difeafe >  &c. 

For  curing  of  which,  we  fhall  recom¬ 
mend  the  Black  Pills ,  to  be  taken  as  before- 
mentioned,  but  we  would  rather  (if  agree¬ 
able)  recommend  the  Sufferer  to  the  Au¬ 
thor,  becaufe  all  thefe  maladies  require  the 
greateft  phyfical  and  chirurgical  affiltance, 
as  well  as  a  dietic  regimen. 

Of  the  Difeafes  of  the  Tongue,  Mouth ,  Lips , 
Uvula ,  Tonjiis,  and  Throat,  &c. 

All  thefe  feveral  parts  of  the  body,  are 
liable  to  many  diforders  and  blemijhes,  fuch 
as  inflammations,  impofthumations,  and 
ulcerations,  &c.  Some  of  them  are  can-, 
eerous,  others  fcrophulous,  and  others  again 
fchirrous,  and  fome  others  venereal  ;  all  of 
which  muft  be  treated  according  to  their 

H  2  original 
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caufes,  and  various  appearances,  therefore? 
we  would  advife  the  Sufferer  labouring 
under  thele  maladies  to  confult  the  Author, 

The  Tongue  is  alfo  fometimes  paralytic, 
which  hinders  fpeech,  and  fometimes  the 
tqfte  is  impaired,  or  totally  loft. 

There  is  likewife  another  diforder  com¬ 
mon  to  young  children  called  the  Thrujh  or 
Aptbce,  which  is  a  fuperficial  ulceration  of 
the  tongue,  mouth ,  and  every  part  of  the 
alimentary  duff ,  the  thinner  the  ulceration,, 
the  lefs  dangerous ;  but  fuch  children,  which 
are  the  offfpring  of  healthy  parents,  >  are 
very  feldom  attended  with  any  danger,  as  a 
little  powder  of  Borax,  Bole  Armoniac 
mixed  with  honey,  and  ufed  on  the  parts 
afreded,  generally  perform  a  cure. 

But  fuch  children,  whole  parents  are 
Scorbutic,  &c.  are  fometimes  attended  with 
the  greateft  danger. 

For  the  cure  of  which  we  fhall  recom¬ 
mend  an  infallible  Remedy,  called  the  De¬ 
tergent.  Powder,  which  will  in  a  few  days, 
with  the  affiftance  of  another  Powder,  cal¬ 
led  the  Aperient  Powder ,  cure  the  P’brufh, 

fore 
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fore  Mouths ,  Nipples,  &c.  to  be  had  at  ther 

I 

fame  place  of  lale. 

Method  of  ufing  the  Detergent  Powder. 

Mix  one  of  the  Detergent  Powders  in 
one  ounce  of  honey,  and  then  cleanfe  the 
mouth,  tongue,  &c.  therewith,  two  or  three 
times  in  a  day,  by  means  of  a  little  flick, 
with  a  loft  linen  rag  tied  thereto. 

And  take  one  of  the  Aperient  Powders 
(before-mentioned)  in  a  table  fpoonful  of 
milk  and  fugar  every  morning  for  one  week, 
er  till  cured,  which  is  generally  perfoimed 

in  ten  or  twelve  days. 

N.  B.  One  of  the  Aperient  Powders  is 

a  dofe  for  an  infant  of  one,  two,  or  three 
months. 

For  curing  the  other  Maladies  attending 
the  Mouth,  Throat,  Lips,  Tongue,  Uvulae, 
Tonfils,  &c.  we  would  recommend  the 
Sufferer  to  the  Author,  becaufe  thefe  difor- 
ders  are  attended  too  often  with  the  greateft 

danger. 

It  is  here  to  be  obferved,  that  the  above 
parts  are  liable  to  many  Blemijhes  and  un- 

fightly  Deformities,  particularly  if  any  of 

them 
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them  are  treated  injudicioufly  $  therefore*  to 
prevent  thofe  parts  from  blemifhes,  it  is 
neceflary  to  have  proper  afliftance  in  the  be¬ 
ginning,  or  as  foon  as  any  diforder  has  made 
its  appearance,  more  particularly  on  the 
lips  and  tonfils,  becaufe  they  are  fo  liable  to 
Cancers,  and  efpecially  the  lips ;  for  as  they 
are  one  of  the  greateft  ornaments  of  the 
mouth  (the  teeth  only  excepted)  fo  they  arc 
more  fubje&ed  to  blemijhes . 

Of  the  Teeth,  their  Ufe,  Generation,  Dif 
eafes,  Deformities ,  &c. 

The  Teeth  being  one  of  the  fineft  orna¬ 
ments  belonging  to  the  Fair  Sex,  fo  they 
are  the  firft  embellifhments  of  Nature, 
which  will  depart  from  them,  unlefs  affifted 
by  the  greateft  care  and  profoundeft  judg¬ 
ment  ;  for  there  are  fo  many  caufes  which 
will  deftroy  them,  that  very  few  perfons  of 
either  fex  can  preferve  them  found,  and 
free  from  blemifhes,  above  half  their  days, 
more  efpecially  child-bearing  Ladies,  who 
are  fo  liable  to  fevers  during  geftation,  that 
they  generally  loofe  a  tooth,  or  two,  for 
every  child  which  is  born. 
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I  lhall  therefore  lay  down  a  few  approved 
rules,  which  will  be  of  the  greateft  utility, 
and  propofe  fuch  remedies,  as  will  mod:  af- 
furedly  accompliih  the  end  of  increafin» 
and  preferving  the  Beauty  and  Health  of  the 
Teeth  to  old  age,  and  fupply  fuch  Ladies 
who  have  the  misfortune  of  looting  fome, 
or  all  of  their  Teeth,  with  fuch  artificial 
ones,  as  will  keep  of  a  fine  enamelled 
whitenefs  during  life,  and  fo  well  fitted,  as 
not  to  be  difcovered  from  thofe  which  are 
natural ;  for  which  purpofe  the  author  has, 
with  indefatigable  ftudy,  joined  with  many 
years  practice,  obtained  many  valuable  re¬ 
medies,  which  will  anfwer  every  wifh,  for 
cleanfing  and  preferving  the  teeth,  gums, 
&c.  and  he  has  alfo  invented  fuch  artificial 
teeth,  which  for  beauty  and  utility  far  fur- 
pafies  any  that  have  hitherto  been  offered 
to  the  public,  and  at  a  much  lefs  expence. 

Therefore,  any  perfon  labouring  under 
the  above  predicament,  may  apply  to  the 
Author. 

The  teeth  are  firfi:  formed  in  the  cavities 
of  the  jaws,  in  the  fockets  of  which  is  a 
bud,  or  lay  of  foft  vifeous  matter,  and  it  is 

(as 
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(as  it  were)  the  end  of  a  tooth,  being  ei>« 
eompafled  with  arteries,  veins,  and  nerves. 

The  bad  or  lay  grows  firft  hard,  and  then 
the  mucilaginous  fubftance  about  it  pre¬ 
pares  and  yields  a  new  juice,  which  is  fpread 
over  the  furface  of  the  bud,  or  tooth,  and 
forms  feveral  leaves,  which  being  united 
with  frelh  juice,  that  infinuates  itfelf  into 
the  intervals,  forms  a  very  folid  and  com¬ 
pact  lay,  upon  which  feveral  others  are 
formed,  and  at  laft  makes  up  the  body  of  the 
tooth.  \ 

The  Teeth  of  young  children  may  be 
feparated  into  feveral  parts,  and  before  they 
appear,  their  outward  lays  are  very  foft,  and 
eafily  to  be  parted  afunder,  but  the  inner 
ones  are  hard  and  boney ;  for  they  having 
been  formed  firft,  they  have  in  confequence 
thereof,  had  more  time  to  harden. 

But  when  the  Tooth  has  made  its  ap¬ 
pearance,  it  becomes  harder  and  more  folid 
than  the  middle,  and  this  is  wholly  per¬ 
formed  by  the  impreffion  of  the  air,  as  we 
fee  in  many  other  fubftances. 

There  is  a  bud  or  lay  lor  the  firft  tooth, 

and 
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and  another  for  the  fecond,  &c.  in  all  ani¬ 
mals  which  flied  their  teeth. 

The  focket  wherein  the  root  of  the 
tooth  lies,  may  grow  wider,  deeper,  or 
narrower,  and  therefore  it  often  happens, 
that  thofe  teeth  which  are  loofe  may  be 
with  eafe  fattened  again,  becaufe  the  fibres 
of  the  gums  grow  larger  by  the  nourifh- 
ment  they  more  plentifully  receive  at  one 
time  than  at  another. 

If  a  tooth  is  extradled  out  of  a  child’s 
mouth,  where  there  is  not  one  defigned  by 
Nature  to  grow  again,  the  teeth  will  grow 
larger  on  each  fide  of  the  vacancy,  and  in 

time  it  will  not  be  difeerned  that  a  tooth 

* 

had  ever  been  extracted. 

9 

But  this  will  not  hold  good  with  perfons 
who  are  paft  growing,  becaufe  the  jaw-bone 
is  then  grown  too  hard,  the  edges  of  the 
lockets  clofed,  and  the  gum  made  very  fafi: 
at  the  bafis  of  the  body  of  the  tooth,  to 
the  inequalities  that  are  ufually  found  there, 
and  alfo  adhere  to  all  the  afperities  that  are 
at  the  mouth  of  the  fockets  which  fatten 
the  teeth. 

v  '  ■  *  '  .  I 
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Teeth  are  not  of  any  ufe  to  children, 
when  firft  born,  becaufe  their  ftomachs  are 
incapable  of  digefting  hard  food,  and  be- 
fides,  they  would  bite  their  nurfes  nipples ; 
but  as  children  advance  in  age,  fo  their 
ftomachs  grow  in  ftrength,  and  at  laft  they 
become  capable  of  digeftion,  and  fo  they 
gradually  breed  teeth,  and  by  degrees  eat 
fuch  food  as  they  are  capable  of  digefting. 

Teeth  are  not  only  ufeful  to  chew  victu¬ 
als,  but  are  likewife  helpful  in  giving  a  dif- 
tinCt  pronunciation  to  our  words,  and  are 
°%ne  of  the  fineft  ornaments  belonging  to 
the  Fair  Sex  j  for  the  fineft  woman  in  the 
world,  without  them,  would  appear  very 
unfightly. 

They  alfo  give  an  agreeablenefs  to  their 
fmiles,  and  a  good  grace  to  their  perfons ; 
for  thofe  who  have  bad  teeth  cannot  laugh, 
without  expofing  thele  blemifhes,  and  when 
they  talk,  they  are  obliged  to  open  but  half 
of  their  mouths,  and  by  fuch  reftraints  they 
are  very  unhappy  and  miferable  to  them- 
felves,  as  well  as  very  difagreeable  to  others. 

The  bone  of  a  tooth  has  of  .itfelf  no 
feeling ;  but  when  we  confider  that  they 

confift 
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confift  of  arteries,  veins,  nerves,  and  mem¬ 
branes,  which  furround  them,  who  can 
wonder  that  the  pain  is  fometimes  infup- 
portable  ? 

We  have  known  many  children  who  have 
died  by  the  pain  of  a  tooth ;  and,  without 
doubt,  it  is  fometimes  the  only  caufe  of  acute 
fevers,  convulfions,  and  death. 

The  teeth  differ  from  other  bones,  being 
harder,  much  whiter,  and  more  folid ;  they 
are  fattened  at  one  end  in  a  focket,  and  the 
other  end  by  the  gum,  and  grow  continually 
like  the  nails  ;  and  if  they  were  not  made 
ufe  of  in  eating,  we  flhould  foon  difcern 
their  growing,  but  they  are  eafily  per¬ 
ceived  when  there  are  no  other  teeth  over 
againft  them  •,  for  they  do  fometimes  in  fuch 
a  cafe,  grow  fo  long,  that  they  have  been 
obliged  to  be  fhortened  by  the  file. 

The  teeth,  when  they  are  filed,  have  no 
feeling,  becaufe  the  nerves  and  the  other 
parts  which  gives  them  the  fenfe  of  feeling, 
lies  under  the  gum,  nor  have  they  any  pe- 
riofteum,  like  other  bones. 

Children  ufually  breed  teeth  at  the  fourth 
month,  others  at  the  fixth,  feventh,  eighth, 

I  2  ninth. 
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ninth,  or  twelfth  month,  and  fome  not 
till  paft  two  years  of  age;  but  the  younger 
they  are  when  they  cut  their  teeth,  the  lefs 
danger  attends  them,  and  fo  proportionably 
worfe  as  they  advance  in  age. 

The  firft  teeth  that  ufually  appear  is  in 
the  fore  part  of  the  mouth,  and  in  the 
under  jaw,  twenty  or  thirty  days  after  comes 
out  a  fecond  alfo  in  the  fame  jaw. 

After  the  two  lower  fore-teeth  are  come 
out,  the  upper  fore-teeth,  or  incifores  ufu¬ 
ally  appear  at  the  fame  time  (whereas  thofe 
of  the  under  jaw  do  not  come  out  together) 
then  come  out  two  teeth  more,  in  the 
lower  jaw,  one  on  each  fide  of  the  former, 
and  after  them  as  many  in  the  upper  jaw  in 
like  manner  ;  fome  time  after  comes  out  one 
of  the  melares,  or  grinders,  on  each  fide  of 
the  fore-teeth  in  the  under-jaw,  (leaving  a 
vacancy  for  each  of  the  dog-teeth  to  come 
out)  next  two  more  in  the  upper-jaw  in 
like  manner;  after  that  comes  out  the  two 
canini or  dog-teeth  in  the  under-jaw  in  that 
vacancy,  between  the  fore  teeth,  or  mcifores , 
and  the  grinders,  or  molaresy  and  next,  the 
other  two  dog-teeth,  or  eye-teeth  in  the 

upper- 
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upper-jaw,  in  the  fame  manner,  and  after 
that  the  other  grinders,  or  molar es,  in  a 
regular  order. 

Children  have  generally  about  twenty 
teeth,  about  the  time  that  they  are  two 
years  old,  or  two  years  and  half,  viz.  The 
four  incifores  in  the  under-jaw,  and  the  four 
incifores  in  the  upper-jaw,  the  two  canimm 
the  under-jaw,  and  the  two  canini in  the 
upper-jaw,  the  four  molar es  in  the  under¬ 
jaw,  and  the  four  molares  in  the  upper-jaw* 

They  do  not  generally  feed  their  teeth 
until  they  are  about  eight,  or  nine  years  old, 
and  that  molt  commonly  in  the  fame  order 
as  they  had  been  bred,  and  others  grow  lit 
their  places  ;  but  this  does  not  hold  good 
always,  or  exa&ly  happen. 

The  firft  teeth  which  children  feed,  have 
generally  no  roots ;  for  if  they  had,  they 
would  not  fo  eafily  come  out,  to  make  room 
for  others ;  becaufe  when  the  fecond  begin 
to  grow,  they  would  be  flopped  by  the 
firft,  and  fo  be  diverted  from  their  right 
courfe,  and  become  awry,  as  it  is  too  often 
the  cafe;  and  therefore  when  it  happens  that 

a  fecond  tooth  is  perceived  toxadvance  before 

the 
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the  firfl:  is  fallen  out,  it  is  requifite  to  draw 
out  the  firfl:  to  give  a  free  pafiage  for  the 
other,  and  if  awry  to  place  it  in  a  proper 
order,  which  yet  could  not  be  done  with 
propriety  when  they  have  roots,  becaufe  it 
would  be  dangerous  to  pull  them  out,  by 
reafon  of  the  weaknefs  and  foftnefs  of  the 
jaw,  which  may  be  broken  thereby. 

The  teeth  are  of  feveral  kinds,  or  fizes, 
fome  are  large,  and  others  are  fmall,  the 
firfl:  of  which  are  not  fo  beautiful,  and  fome 
very  broad,  and  others  very  narrow,  fome 
very  thin  and  fharp ;  and  when  thefe  are  deep 
fet  in  the  jaw,  even  and  well  ordered,  they 
are  then  moft  efteemed,  becaufe  the  thin¬ 
ner  the  teeth  are,  the  thicker  the  jaw,  and 
confequently  it  is  the  firmer  and  more  folid, 
and  of  courfe  more  beautiful. 

Again,  fome  teeth  are  very  clofely  fet  to¬ 
gether,  and  others  not  fo  much;  thefe 
lad  are  better  than  the  other,  becaufe  thofe 
which  are  fo  very  clofe  fet  together,  rot  one 
another,  and  are  not  fo  eafily  cleanfed  as 
thofe  that  ftand  a  farther  diftance  from  each 
other.  * 

Thofe 
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Thofe  teeth  which  dre  a  little  diftanced 
from  one  another,  are  not  fo  eafily  loofened 
as  thofe  that  are  clofely  fet,  becaufe  their 
fockets  are  ftronger,  yet  they  are  liable  to 
this  defedt,  they  being  not  fupported  by  one 
another,  cannot  lo  well  ftand  the  thocks 
made  upon  them ;  and  thofe  teeth  which 
are  fo  clofely  fet  are  eafily  loofened,  becaufe 
their  fockets  are  weak  j  but  they  have  this 
advantage,  by  being  fo  clofe,  they  fupport 
•ach  other. 

The  teeth  are  faid  to  be  beft  when  they 
are  fmall,  well  ordered,  ftreight,  even,  and 
a  little  diftanced  one  from  the  other,  as 
white  as  fnow,  and  enamelled  like  pearl. 

Each  jaw  has  commonly  fixteen  teeth, 
and  are  of  various  fizes  and  forms ;  they 
are  divided  into  the  fore-teeth,  dog-teeth, 
and  grinders,  and  are  called  by  the  Faculty, 
incifores,  canini,  and  molares . 

There  are  four  incijores  in  each  jaw,  and 
ftand  in  the  front  of  the  mouth,  and  are 
flat  and  edged,  a  little  convex  on  the  out- 
fide,  and  concave  within;  they  have  but  one 
root  each. 
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There  are  two  canini  in  each  jaw,  one 
on  each  fide  of  the  incifores ,  and  are  round 
and  blunt,  or  obtufe  at  the  end  ;  they  have 
likewife  but  one  root  each,  and  are  called 
eye-teeth,  or  dog-teeth,  becaufe  they  are 
placed  under  the  eyes,  and  refemblo  the 
teeth  of  a  dog. 

There  are  ten  molares  ox  grinders  in  each 
jaw,  five  on  each  fide  of  the  canini  or  eye¬ 
teeth  they  are  very  thick  and  uneven,  and 
their  furface  very  irregular  like  agrind-ftone, 
from  whence  they  take  their  name ;  almofl: 
every  one  of  thefe  teeth  have  generally 
feveral  roots. 

The  teeth  of  the  upper-jaw  have  generally 
more  roots  than  thofe  of  the  under,  and 
their  roots  are  more  crooked  at  the  end, 
that  they  may  ftick  the  firmer,  becaufe  the 
upper-jaw  is  not  fo  ftrongly  made,  as  the 
under  one. 

Some  of  the  grinders  have  .but  one  root, 
and  they  are  ufually  thofe,  which  are  next 
to  the  eye-teeth ;  but  fome  of  thefe  have 
two,  fome  three,  and  fome  four  roots  each. 

The  grinders  whofe  roots  touch  one  an¬ 
other  at  the  ends,  and  much  fpread  afunder 

towards 
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towards  the  bafis,  near  the  body  of  the  tooth  * 
are  thofe  which  ought  to  be  called  the  barred 
teeth.  They  are  very  dangerous  to  be  taken 
out,  efpecially  if  the  jaw-bone  is  young  and 
growing,  it  entering  between  the  roots* 
and  therefore  they  cannot  be  extradted 
without  bringing  away  fome  of  the  jaw, 
which  is  encumbered  with  the  roots. 

Some  of  the  grinders  have  three  and 
four  roots,  and  much  diftanced  from  one 
another  towards  the  bafis,  and  clofer  as  they 
advance  towards  the  body  of  the  tooth. 
Thefe  fort  of  teeth  are  alfo  dangerous  to  be 
extracted,  becaufe  the  jaw-bone  by  the  ex- 
tenfion  of  the  focket,  would  be  broken;  but 
there  is  not  fo  much  danger  in  drawing 
them,  as  there  is  in  the  barred  ones. 

In  this  cafe  it  is  proper  to  clofe  the  gum 
and  jaw  together  with  the  fingers,  which 
will  re-unite  again,  if  the  body  is  in  a  good 
Hate  of  health. 

The  roots  of  the  grinders  are  feparated 
one  from  another,  in  order  to  form  a  large 
bafis,  that  they  may  become  firmer,  and 
prevent  their  finking  down  into  tne  jaw 
when  prefled;  the  interval  between  the  roots 

JEC  is 


( '  ). 

is  filled  with  a  fpongy  bone,  which,  when 
comprefled,  prevent  the  breaking  them,  be- 
caufe  the  fponginefs  gives  way  to  the  pref- 
fure. 

The  roots  of  children’s  teeth  are  pierced 
through  at  the  ends,  and  totally  hollow  the 
full  length  of  them,  in  order  to  make  way 
for  the  nerves,  and  the  blood  veflels  to 
enter,  which  brings  feeling  and  nourifh- 
ment  to  the  teeth.  Now  thefe  canals  gradu¬ 
ally  clofe  up,  as  they  advance  in  years,  and 
become  fo  little  at  laft,  as  not  to  be  per¬ 
ceived,  infomuch,  that  no  more  nourilh- 
ment  being  conveyed  to  them,  they  then 
ceafe  from  growing,  and  foon  after  fall  out 
of  themfelves. 

The  grinders  which  grow  up,  after  being 
twenty  or  thirty  years  old,  are  generally 
called  for  diftindlion  fake,  the  Dentes  Sa - 
plenties,  or  the  teeth  of  wifdom,  becaufe 
they  appear  when  the  perfon  is  arrived  to 
maturity. 

When  the  teeth  become  carious,  or  rot¬ 
ten,  they  will  be  attended  fometimes  with 
very  great  pain  almoft  infupportable,  like- 
wile  with  a  flunking  breath,  which  is  very 

difagreea- 
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dilagreeable  and  hurtful  to  the  perfon,  and 
almoft  unbearable  to  thofe  who  are  near 
them;  for  which  the  only  remedy  is  to  ex¬ 
tract  them,  if  not,  the  ill  fmell,  or  corro- 
five  effluvia  attending  fuch  teeth,  will  foon 
in  fed;  the  oppofite  one,  and  alfo  all  thofe 
which  are  near  them. 

The  teeth  are  fubjefted  to  many  difeafes, 
fuch  as  brittlenefs,  blacknefs,  decoloura¬ 
tion,  and  rottennefs.  All  of  thefe  diforders 
proceed  from  external  injuries  done  to 
them,  or  by  hard  preffure,  fuch  as  crack¬ 
ing  nuts,  &c.  or  from  internal  caufes,  as 
the  Scurvy ,  Fevers,  Lues  Venerea,  or  by 
a  negled:  of  cleaning  and  wafhing  them. 

Now  to  remedy  all  thefe  blemifhes,  and 
prevent  fuch  from  ever  happening,  we  fhall, 
in  the  firft  place,  recommend  that  the  mouth 
be  carefully  walked  out  after  every  meal, 
and  great  care  taken  that  no  meat,  &c.  be 
retained  between  the  teeth,  becaufe  if  any 
fhould  remain  therein,  it  will  by  the  heat 
of  the  mouth  and  ftomach  foon  putrify, 
and  its  noxious  effluvia  will  penetrate 
through  the  gums,  &c.  and  totally  deftroy 
the  health  of  the  teeth. 

K  a 
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And  it  is  likewife  advifeablc  never  to  drink 

"  •  /  .  ■'  » 

any  liquor  hotter  than  lukewarm,  or  ftronger 
than  wine,  beer;  cyder,  &c.  and  all  li¬ 
quors  in  the  greateft  moderation  but  rain, 
or  river  water  is*  far  preferable  to  either,  as 
it  is  the  only  univerfal  and  fovereign  men- 
Jlruutn  for  digefting  all  food,  and  producing 
health,  beauty,  and  long  life. 

And  it  is  alfo  proper  to  live  chiefly  on  a 
vegetable  diet,  in  preference  to  an  animal 
one,  it  being  the  only  means  of  preventing 
and  curing  the  Scurvy,  and  all  other  difor- 
ders  which  are  noxious  to  the  teeth, 
gums,  &c. 

To  ■  avoid  Idlenefs,  immoderate  Sleep,  and 
Reft,  and  all  violent  Pajfions ,  both  of 
Body  and  Mind . 

To  rife  early  in  the  morning,;  ah'd  ufe 
moderate  exercife,  and  a  due  obfervance, 
and  a  proper  regularity  of  the  fix  non  na¬ 
turals,  fo  reckoned  by  Phyjiciaris ,  viz.  air, 
meat  and  drink,  fleep  and  watching,  motion 
and  reft,  retention,  and  excretion,  and  the 
paffions  of  the  mind.  ' 

Thefe  rules  being  duly  obferved,  will  be 

of  the  greateft  utility  in  preferving  not  only 
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the  teeth  and  gums,  but  alfo  Beauty  In 
every  part  of  the  body. 

Having  now  made  known  all  things  ne- 
ceflary  in  regard  to  the  teeth,  gums,  and 
the  proper  regimen  concerning  the  fame, 
we  (hall  here  recommend  a  powder  called 
the  I>sntifric  Powder ,  which  will  both  pre- 
ferve  and  cleanfe  the  teeth  from  all  impuri¬ 
ties,  cure  the  Scurvy  in  the  gums,  and  pre¬ 
vent  the  teeth  from  ever  becoming  rotten, 
carious,  or  painful,  preferve  their  enamelled 
whitenefs,  and  fallen  them  in  their  fockets 
to  old  age, 

Andfuch  teeth  as  are  already  become  alittle 
blemKhed,  it  will  prevent  them  from  grow¬ 
ing  worfe,  and  fometimes  it  will  totally  (cale 
off  fuch  as  are  carious,  and  renew  them

The  Hair  being  found  all  over  the  body, 
except  the  palms  of  the  hands,  and  the 
foies  of  the  feet,  plainly  convinces  every 
rational  man,  that  the  Almighty  ordained 
it  for  a  covering  and  ornament  for  the  body, 
more  particularly  fo,  as  we  find  that  the 
hair  grows  thicker  and  longer  proportion- 
ably  to  the  heat  of  our  conftitutions,  and  the 
degrees  of  the  different  climates  which  we 
inhabit,  in  order  that  the  body  fhouid  al¬ 
ways  be  guarded  againft  either  of  the  ex¬ 
tremes  of  heat  or  cold  by  means  thereof. 
When  we  examine  the  hairs  with  a  mi- 
crofcope,  we  find  that  they  have  each  a 

round 
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round  bulbous  root,  fixed  deep  In  the  /kin, 
that  draws  its  nouri/hment  from  the  fur¬ 
rounding  humours,  and  that  each  hair  con- 
fifts  of  five  or  fix  more  wrapped  up  in  a 
common  tegument.

The  hair  is  alfo  (like  other  parts  of  the 
body)  fubjedted  to  many  difeafes,  fuch  as 
weakneis,  brittlene/s,  change  of  colour, 
mortifications,  fplitting  at  the  ends,  dying, 
falling  off  by  the  roots,  &c. 

All  thefe  feveral  difeafes  have  likewife 
their  different  remedies.  We  /hall  there¬ 
fore  recommend  remedies,  for  every  difor- 
der  and  deformity,  to  which  the  hair  is 

liable,  which  cannot  fail  of  anfwering  every 
wifh.

Directions  for  ufing  the  Capillary  Tinfture. 

Let  the  tin&ure  be  made  very  hot,  in  * 
clean  earthen  veffel,  and  wafh  the  hairs 
therewith,  until  the  tindture  is  grown  cold, 
and  it  will  change  the  colour  of  the  hair 
blacker  at  each  time  of  wattling,  fo  that 
the  perfon  may  ealily  make  their  hairs  of 
any  of  the  above  colours,  taking  care  at  the 
fame  time  of  wafhing  the  hair,  not  to  put

A  little  of  this  Depillatory  Pafte  is  to  be 
laid  on  the  part  defired,  about  two  or  three 
minutes,  and  then  wafli  it  off  with  warm 
water,  and  immediately  after  that  anoint 
the  part  with  fweet  oil. 

Of  the  Skin ;  its  Ufe ,  Beauty ,  Deformity , 

Difeafes ,  and  Cure • 

The  {kin  is  a  beautiful  and  an  ornamen¬ 
tal  covering  of  the  body,  in  which  Nature 
has  placed  the  fenfe  of  feeling,  fo  that  the 
leaft  thing  hurtful  fhould  not  affault  us 
without  our  knowledge ;  and  as  it  preserves 
us  from  external  offences,  fo  it  relieves  us 
from  noxious  and  fuperfluous  internal  hu- 

L  mours. 
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mours,  its  glands  being  the  emundtories  of 
the  whole  body,  through  which  the  pec¬ 
cant  humours  pafs  out ;  for  which  reafon  it 
is  fubjedted  to  many  defperate  difeafes  and 
unfightly  deformities,  fuch  as  Freckles , 
Sunburn ,  Morpbew ,  Tan,  Grubs ,  Pimples , 
Ping-Worms,  Tetters,  Shingles,  Chaps  in 
the  Skin,  Leprofy ,  Itch,  Scorbutic  Erup¬ 
tions,  Chilblains,  Kibes ,  Warts,  Corns , 
Surfeits,  Jaundice ,  Er i/ip e las,  or  St.  An¬ 
thony's  Fire,  &c.  &c* 

Of  Freckles,  Sun-burn,  Morphew,  and  Tan , 
their  Defcriptions  and  Cures . 

Freckles  are  fmall,  yellowilh,  or  dufky 
foots  on  the  face,  neck,  hands,  or  on  any- 
uncovered  part  of  the  body ;  they  proceed 
intirely  by  the  adtion  of  the  funs  heat,  be- 
caufe  we  find  that  they  generally  difappear 
in  cold  weather,  or  in  the  winter  when  the 
heat  of  the  fun  is  partly  gone. 

It  is  beyond  a  doubt,  that  the  fun  has  a 
power  fufficient  to  change  the  natural  colour 
of  the  fcarf,  fkin,  and  reticulum  mucofum . 

Likewife  exceflive  heat,  or  a  fudden 
change  of  the  weather,  will  caufe  the  fkin 

to 
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to  appear  of  a  darker  colour  than  natural, 
and  therefore  may  bring  on,  or  produce  the 
other  deformities  *  known  by  the  names  of 

,  «  •  *r  »  -  r  ~  "  *-,  •  ~  ^  . 

Sunburn ,  Morphew ,  and  Tan,  they  differ¬ 
ing  from  Freckles  only  in  degree. 

Freckles  are  more  numerous  about  the 
forehead  and  temples  (owing  intirely  to  the 
peculiar  heat  of  thefe  parts)  than  in  any 
other  parts  of  the  face,  and  are  generally 
about  the  bignefs  of  the  bite  of  a  flea,  but 
very  feldom  fo  broad  as  a  filver  penny. 

The  Sunburn ,  Morphew ,  and  Tan,  fpread 
themfelves  fometimes  all  over  the  face ;  they 
are  much  larger  than  Freckles,  and  very 
feldom  ever  appear,  but  on  fuch  perfons, 
who  are  of  a  very  fair  complexion,  parti¬ 
cularly  thofe  who  have  red,  flaxen ,  white, 
or  chefnut  hair. 

None  of  thefe  deformities  have  any  ill 
effedt  on  the  conftitution,  but  only  the  difa- 
greeablenefs  thereof  to  the  beholders,  and 
the  difficulty  of  removing  them. 

For  curing  thefe  deformities,  we  fhall  re¬ 
commend  an  Ointment,  called  the  Deter¬ 
gent  Liniment,  and  a  Lotion  called  the

Of  Grubs,  Pimples,  Ping-Worms,  Tetters , 

and  Shingles. 

The  Grubs,  are  white  un&ious  matter 
bred  in  the  fkin,  and  chiefly  on  the  external 
alas  of  the  nofe,  and  fometimes  on  many 
other  parts  of  the  face;  it  firfb  appears  with 
a  fmall  black  fpot,  and  fpreads  by  degrees 
much  larger ;  they  fometimes  fuppurate, 
and  from  them  much  matter  is  difcharged. 

Pimples,  or  cutaneous  eruptions,  are 
fo  well  known,  that  they  need  no  defcrip- 
tion  ;  they  likewife  fometimes  fuppurate. 

Ring-worms,  are  fmall  flattifh  eruptions 
of  the  erifipelatous  kind,  they  are  very  red 
and  painful. 

Shingles  are  fmall  thickfet  eruptions, 
that  generally  appear  about  the  wafle,  they 
are  alfo  of  the  erifipelatous  kind,  and  are 
attended  with  great  forenefs,  pain,  and 
fometimes  with  great  itching. 

For  curing  all^hefe  deformities,  we  (hall 
recommend  the  Detergent  Cerate ,  and  the 
Refrigerent  Lotion ,  which  may  be  de¬ 
pended  on  for  curing  Grubs,  Pimples,  Ring- 
Worms,  Tetters,  and  Shingles.

The  quantity  of  a  hazle  nut  of  this 
Cerate  to  be  ufed  on  the  parts  affected  every 
night  going  to  bed,  taking  at  the  fame 
time  two  of  the  Black  Bills  every  night  till 
one  box  of  them  are  taken,  then  defift  from 
taking  them  one  week,  and  after  that,  take 
one  box  more,  and  then  ceafe  again5  &c. 
till  four  boxes  of  them  are  taken. 

Directions  for  ufng  the  Refrigerejit  Lotion . 

Wafh  the  parts  affe&ed  with  this  Lotion 
every  morning,  firft  being  made  warm, 
either  in  a  pipkin,  or  any  other  earthen 
veflel,  which  will  foon  remove  all  the  above 
deformities. 

Of  Chaps  in  the  Hands ,  Face,  Lips ,  &c . 
their  Canfes  and  Cures . 

Chaps  in  the  face,  lips,  and  hands,  pro¬ 
ceed  from  the  action  of  the  external  cold, 
but  generally  from  the  Scurvy. 

For  curing  thefe  maladies  and  deformi¬ 
ties,  we  {hall  recommend  the  Refrigerent 
Lotion ,  and  the  Black  Pills ,  to  be  taken  and 

ufed 
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uled  according  to  the  directions  before 

given  them. 

Of  the  Leprofy,  and  its  Remedy. 

The  Leprofy  is  a  loathfome  cuticular 
difeafe,  and  a  very  great  deformity  j  it  ge¬ 
nerally  appears  in  a  dry  white  thin  feurfy 
fcab,  fometimes  on  the  whole  furface  of 
the  body,  or  fome  particular  parts  thereof. 

It  is  fometimes  hereditary,  for  the  cure 
of  which  we  recommend  the  Tinea  Oint¬ 
ment ,  and  the  Black  Pills  to  be  uled,  and 
taken  according  to  the  directions  before 
laid  down. 

Of  the  Itch,  and  its  Remedy. 

The  Itch  is  likewife  a  loathfome  cuticu¬ 
lar  difeafe,  which  is  owing  to  Animalcule 
burrowing  in  the  fkin,  attended  with  finall 
itching  eruptions,  which  appear  in  diffe¬ 
rent  parts  of  the  body,  particularly  on  the 
joints,  and  between  the  fingers,  &c. 

It  is  epidemic,  and  therefore  communi¬ 
cated  by  contact,  and  poffibly  by  means  of 
Animalcule. 


Thefe 
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Thefe  eruptions  are  fometimes  fmall,  and 
fometimes  large,  difcharging  either  a 
lympld fluid,  or  white  concoCted  matter,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  bignefs  of  the  eruptions,  and 
degrees  of  infection,  bad  habit  of  body, 
or  Scurvy,  See, 

For  curing  this  difeafe  and  deformity, 
we  recommend  the  Pfora  Liniment,  being 
an  infallible  remedy  for  curing  every  fpecies 
of  the  Itch,  without  danger,  or  knowledge 
of  a  bed-fellow. 

It  is  of  a  very  agreeable  fmell,  and.of  a 
beautiful  colour;  to  be  had  at  the  fame  place 
of  fale,  herein-before  mentioned. 

Dire  Elions  for  uflng  the  Pfora  Liniment .• 

Anoint  the  parts  affeCted  every  night  and 
morning  (but  no  more  at  one  time  than  the 
quantity  of  a  walnut)  till  the  pot  is  empti¬ 
ed,  and  during  the  anointing,  take  a  pap- 
fpoonful  of  the  flower  of  fulphur  every 
night  going  to  bed ;  after  which  take  a  box 
f  or  two  of  the  Black  Pills ,  according  to  their 
directions  before-mentioned. 

A  pot  of  this  Pfora  Liniment  is  generally 
fufficient  for  curing  one  perfon,  but  if  there 
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fholild  remain  any  of  the  diforder  after  the 
ufing  a  pot  of  Liniment,  and  taking  a  box 
of  the  Black  Fills,  it  will  then  be  proper 
to  ufe  another  pot,  which  cannot  fail  of 
performing  a  perfect  cure,  if  the  diforder  be 
ever  fo  deeply  rooted. 

Scorbutic  Erupt  io7is  are  cured  by  the  De¬ 
tergent  Liniment  and  Black  Pills ,  according 
to  their  directions  before-mentioned. 

In  a  bad  habit  of  body,  we  find  that 
pimples,  rednefs  and  other  deformities  in 
the  face ,  are  fometimes  very  difficult  to 
cure.

Directions  for  ujing  the  Refrigerent  Lotion , 
and  the  Refrigerent  Ointmertt .  • 

Six  or  eight  table  fpoonfuls  of  the  Refri¬ 
gerent  Lotion  to  be  made  hot,  (in  a  pipkin, 
or  fome  other  earthen  veflelj  and  bathe  the

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parts  affedted  every  night  and  morning, 
and  in  a  few  days  the  inflammation  and 
fwelling  will  totally  fubfide. 

Drefs  the  Kibes  with  the  Refrigerent 
Ointment  alfo  every  night  and  morning, 
fpread  on  lint,  linen,  or  tow,  till  cured, 
taking  all  the  care  pofiible  to  keep  the  parts 
affefted,  very  warm,  and  the  Kibes  will 

cicatrize  in  a  few  weeks,  but  if  they  fhould

not  heal  by  that  time,  it  will  then  be  pro¬ 
per  to  take  a  few  boxes  of  the  Black  Pills , 
according  to  the  before-mentioned  di¬ 
rections.  . 

Of  Corns',  their  Difagreeablenefs,  Caufe, 
Cure,  and  Prevention. 

Corns  are  fmall,  painful,  callous  tumours 
on  the  joints  of  the  toes,  and  other  parts 
of  the  feet,  fome  are  hard,  and  others  foft, 
but  both  proceed  intirely  by  conflant  fric¬ 
tion  and  preilure,  as  by  wearing  (hoes  which 
have  been  too  little  for  the  feet,  and  whofe 
upper  leathers  were  too  hard  and  inflexible ; 
therefore,  to  prevent  this  painful  malady,  it  is 
neceflary  to  wear  always  fuch  fhoes  as  are 

agreeably  large  and  pliable. 
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It  will  admit  of  great  difficulty  to  afcer- 
tain  which  is  the  moll  difagreeable  light,  a 
Lady  who  is  crippled  in  her  feet,  or  Ihe 
who  has  a  hunch  on  her  back;  for  as  the 
former  originated  through  pride,  it  becomes 
deteftable  to  the  beholders,  but  as  the 
latter  proceeded  from  an  obftrudion  of  the 
animal  fluids,  lhe  becomes  an  objed:  of 
pity  and  commiferation. 

For  curing  Corns  we  lhall  recommend 
the  Antifarcomatous  Plai/ler,  which  being 
applied  according  to  the  directions  herein¬ 
after  mentioned,  it  will  moll  afiuredly  per¬ 
form  a  perfed  cure. 

Direclions  for  afmg  the  Antifarcomatous 

Plaijler. 

Firft  cut  a  piece  of  the  Plaifter ,  about 
the  bignefs  of  a  Ihilling,  with  a  hole  cut 
through  the  middle,  juft  big  enough  to  let 
the  corn  pafs  through,  and  then  apply  it 
to  the  part,  after  which  cut  another  piece 
pf  the  plaifter  a  little  lefs  than  the  former, 
and  apply  it  over  the  Corn ,  and  fo  renew 
the  plaifters  every  four  or  five  days,  remem- 
bring  always  to  cut  off  as  much  of  the 

Corn 
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Corn  as  you  can,  without  caufing  it  to  bleed, 
or  to  be  painful,  and  that  the  Jhoes  be 
(during  the  cure  and  ever  after)  very  eafy 
and  pliable  to  the  feet. 

Of  Warts  ;  their  original  Caufe  and  Care. 

Warts  are  dry  cutaneous  tumours,  grow-. 
Ing  on  the  lkin,  about  the  height  of  a 
barley  corn  above  the  furface ;  they  are 
chiefly  confined  to  the  hands  and  fingers, 
and  fometimes  on  other  parts  of  the  body. 

They  are  either  hard  or  foft,  greater  or 
lefs,  broad  or  long,  feedy  or  chapped. 

All  of  which  proceed  intirely  from  an 
obftru&ion  of  the  cutaneous  vefiels,  or  by 
means  of  infection,  for  they  are  eafily  com¬ 
municated  to  the  hands  and  fingers  of  other 
perfons,  if  fome  of  their  blood  be  fuf- 
fered  to  lay  thereon  till  dried  up. 

They  are  a  great  deformity  to  the  hands 
^nd  fingers,  and  very  troublefome  and  pain-* 
ful,  but  feldom  attended  with  any  danger. 

The  moft  expeditious  method  of  curing 
Warts ,  is  by  cutting  them  off  with  a  pair 
of  fciffars,  touching  their  roots  immedi¬ 
ately  after  with  the  Lunar  Canfic ,  and 

after 
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after  that  drefs  the  part  with  the  Deficca - . 
five  Cerate . 

Or  by  applying  the  Actual  Cautery ,  Lapis 
Infer nalisy  Oil  of  Vitriol>  Aqua  Fortis , 
Spirit  of  Nitriy  &c . 

But  fuch  perfons  who  will  not  fubmit 
themfelves  to  be  cured  by  the  above  me¬ 
thod,  we  (hall  recommend  a  remedy,  called 
the  Antifar comat ous  Pafte ,  which  will  in  a 
few  days  moft  affuredly  perform  a  perfect 
cure  without  danger,  pain,  or  deformity, 
by  ufing  it  according  to  the  following  di¬ 
rections  : 

Directions  for  ufing  the  A?itifar comat ous 

Pafte. 

Firft  cut  a  piece  of  the  Antifar  comat  ous 
Plafler  (before-mentioned  for  curing  corns) 
about  the  bignefs  of  a  (hilling,  with  a  hole 
cut  in  the  middle,  juft  big  enough  to  let 
the  Wart  pafs  through,  and  then  apply  it 
to  the  part,  after  that  cover  the  Wart  with 
the  Ant  far  comat  ous  Pajle9  and  over  that 
another  piece  of  the  pi  aider,  juft  big  enough 
to  fecure  the  Pafe  from  falling  off  from 
the  Wart,  and  fo  renew  the  procefs  every 

day, 
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day,  till  the  wart  is  totally  eradicated, 
remembering  always  to  cut  off  as  much  of 
the  Wart  as  you  can,  without  caufing  it  to 
bleed,  and  this  muff  be  done  at  every 
dreffing. 

For  curing  Warts,  many  charms  and 
medicines  have  been  ufed  (but  no  fpecific 
found)  fome  of  which  have  been  attended 
feemingly  with  fuccefs,  and  fome  have  baf¬ 
fled  the  fkill  of  the  Charmer  and  the  art 
of  the  Phyfician  ;  but  the  Patient  may  reft 
affured,  that  when  Warts  have  difappeared 
foon  after  they  were  charmed,  that  it  was 
not  the  confequence  of  the  Charm,  but  the 
ftrength  of  Nature,  which  had  removed 
the  obftrudtion,  and  thereby  deftroyed  her 
deformity,  which  is  very  often  vifibly  feen 
in  many  other  caffs. 

Of  Surfeits  i  their  Defcriptions ,  Caufes  and 

Cures. 

A  furfeit  is  a  diforder  attended  with  a 
mild  fever,  a  great  ficknefs,  and  an  heavy 
load  on  the  ftomach,  and  alfo  with  thick 
fet  inflammatory  itching  eruptions  all  over 
the  body,  which  generally  difappear  in  five 

or

'  or  fix  days  from  their  firft  appearance,  par* 
ticularly  on  all  parts  of  the  body,  which 
have  been  during  that  time  clofely  covered  $ 
but  on  the  face  which  is  uncovered,  they 
remain  there  always  till  cured. 

It  is  obferved,  that  thefe  eruptions  which 
are  on  the  face  and  other  uncovered  parts  of 
the  body,  that  they  generally  grow  better 
and  better,  till  the  return  of  the  following 
year,  then  they  come  on  again  with  a  ven¬ 
geance  ;  more  particularly  fo,  on  thole  who 
laboured  under  the  Scurvy  at  the  time  of 
taking  the  Suffeit. 

A  Surfeit  proceeds  either  by  too  great  an 
exercife,  or  heat,  by  which  the  fluids  are 
rarified,  and  thrown  into  a  violent  circula¬ 
tion,  which  being  fuddenly  flopped,  either 
from  eating  or  drinking  too  much,  or  cool¬ 
ing  themfeives  too  faft,  the  pores  become 
contracted,  digeftion  weakened,  the  chyle 
rendered  crude  and  vifcid,  and  the  whole 
mafs  of  blood  contaminated,  by  which  the 
eruptions  (being  the  efforts  of  Nature  to  ex¬ 
pel  her  enemy)  are  fent  out  on  the  furface 
of  the  ikin,  and  by  the  contamination  of 
the  blood,  they  are  fupported,  and  will 

there 
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there  remain  till  the  whole  mafs  is  totally 
putrified. 

Thefe  eruptions  when  on  the  face,  are, 
without  doubt,  one  of  thegreateft  blemishes 
that  can  poflibly  happen  to  the  Fair  Sex,  and 
the  hardeft  of  all  eruptions  to  remove. 

For  curing  which,  we  {hall  recommend 
the  Detergent  Liniment  and  the  Black  Pills , 
to  be  taken  and  ufed  according  to  the  di¬ 
rections  before  given,  and  alfo  to  continue 
them  for  many  weeks,  drinking,  during  the 
time,  a  bottle  of  the  Detergent  Apozem , 
every  day,  till  the  eruptions  are  totally  re¬ 
moved.

Of  the  Jaundice ;  its  Caufe  and  Cure . 

The  Yellow  Jaundice,  is  a  difeafe  which 
tinges  the  whole  furface  of  the  body  yellow ; 
its  colour  is  very  vifibly  feen  in  the  albugi¬ 
neous  coats  of  the  eyes. 

All  objects,  after  fome  time,  appear  to 
the  perfon  yellow,  the  urine  is  alfo  yellow, 
and  tinges  white  linen  of  a  faffron  colour. 

The  caufe  of  a  Yellow  Jaundice  pro¬ 
ceeds  intirely  from  an  obftruCtion  of  the 
Dutius  BUiarius ,  by  which  the  Hepatic 
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Bile  will  eafily  retrocede  and  pafs  into  the 
Vena  Cava ,  and  from  thence  into  the  whole 
Mafs  of  Blood,  and  in  confequence  thereof, 
the  whole  furface  of  the  body  will  be 
tinged  yellow,  and  if  not  cured  in  due 
time,  it  will  change  to  the  Black  Jaundice, 
and  end  in  death. 

For  curing  this  difbrder,  we  fhall  recom¬ 
mend  the  Detergent  Pills ,  which  being 
taken  according  to  the  following  dire&ions, 
they  cannot  fail  of  performing  a  cure  : 

Directions  for  taking  the  Detergent  Pills . 

Two  or  three  of  thefe  Detergent  Pills 
to  be  taken  every  morning,  noon,  and  night, 
drinking  after  each  dofe,  a  large  tea-cup 
full  of  the  following  Dandelyon  DecoCtion.

Boil  three  ounces  of  the  roots  of  Dande- 
lyon  in  one  quart  of  water,  till  it  comes  to 
one  pint ;  this  decodtion  Ihould  be  made  in 
a  pipkin,  or  fome  earthen  veffel. 
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There  are  very  few  of  the  Fair  Sex,  but 
what  labour  more  or  lefs  under  Bilious  Difor - 
ders . 

For  when  the  bile  is  communicated  with 
the  blood,  the  ikin  will  be  tinged  of  a  pale 
yellow  colour,  and  both  the  fpirits  and 
beauty  will  be  totally  deftroyed,  which  is 
vifibly  feen  in  one  half  of  the  fex. 

To  remedy  which,  we  alfo  recommend 
the  Detergent  Pills ,  which  with  the  af- 
fiftance  of  the  White  Cofmeticy  the  above 
deformity  will  foon  be  removed,  and  the 
fkin  become  of  a  very  fine  lively  complexion, 
fo  that  beauty  will  ride  triumphant  over  all 
her  enemies. 

Of  an  Erifipelasy  Herpes  Milliares,  Herpes 

Exedensy  or  St.  Anthony  s  Fire  y  its  De¬ 
fer  ip  t  ion,  Caufe9  and  Cure . 

An  Erifipelas,  Herpes  Milliares,  Herpes 
Exedens,  or  St.  Anthony’s  Fire,  is  an  in¬ 
flammatory  cuticular  difeafe,  attended  with 
very  fmall  thick-fet  itching  eruptions,  with 
an  univerfal  yellow  red  like  coloured  feurf; 
they  are  fometimes  on  the  face,  but  are  not 
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confined  to  any  particular  part  of  the  body, 
and  fometimes  univerfal. 

They  are  fometimes  attended  with  very 
great  danger,  and  when  confined  to  the 
face,  they  become  one  of  the  gre^teft  de^' 
fortuities  to  the  Fair  Sex,  and  generally  re¬ 
quire  many  weeks  to  remove  them. 

They  proceed  intirely  from  an  obftruc- 
tion  of  fome  of  the  neceffary  evacuations, 
which  may  be  occafioned  by  fuddenly  cool¬ 
ing  themfelves  after  a  violent  heat. 

For  curing  this  diforder,  called  the  St. 
Anthony’s  Fire,  we  fhall  recommend  the 
Detergent  Fills ,  and  the  White  Cofmetic, 
to  be  ufed  and  taken  according  to  the  di¬ 
rections  before  given  to  them. 

Of  Crookednefs ,  and  other  Deformities  of  the 
Body  their  Caufes  and  Cures. 

The  crookednefs  and  other  deformities 
of  the  feveral  parts  of  the  body,  are  either 
produced  in  the  womb  from  the  operations 
of  the  ideas,  at  the  time  of  conception,  or 
any  time  after,  during  geftation,  by  falls, 
bruifes,  furprifes,  violent  Teachings,  or  any 
other  convullive  motions  which  are  capable 
1  :  ‘  '  of 
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of  deprefling,  or  (baking  the  fame,  any  or 
either  of  which,  are  found  by  experience  to 
be  fufficient  to  alter  the  courfe  of  Nature , 
and  form  a  multitude  of  deformities,  ble- 
miflies,  &c. 

’**•'%  *•  * 

For  example;  if  the  formation  is  fhaken, 
deprefied,  or  violently  agitated,  whilft  every 
part  is  in  a  foft  and  pliable  ftate,  it  muft  in 
confequence  thereof,  either  remove  the 
whole,  or  fome  part  thereof,  out  of  its 
deftined  place,  or  deftroy  the  whole,  or 
fome  part  thereof  from  growing,  which 
muft  either  produce  an  expulfion ,  deficiency 
ofi  parts,  or  deformity,  proportionably  to 
the  idea  or  fhock  received, 

Almoft  all  thefe  deformities  are  incur¬ 
able,  becaufe  we  cannot  make  that  ftrait 
and  beautiful,  which  God  in  Nature  hath 
made  otherwife. 

For  example  ;  as  thofe  who  are  born  but 
with  one  arm,  or  one  leg,  &c.  or  where 
two  children  are  grown  together!  Is  it  not 
out  of  the  power  of  man,  either  to  add  an 
arm,  or  a  leg,  or  feparate  thofe  which 
are  grown  together  ? 
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But  concerning  fuch  crookednefs  and  de¬ 
formities  which  accidentally  happen  at  the 
Labour,  as  by  too  roughly  handling  the 
child  in  the  delivery,  or  afterwards  by  drefs- 
ing  or  undreffing,  or  by  fuffering  the  in¬ 
fant  to  lay  too  long,  or  too  often  in  one 
pofture,  or  from  falls,  bruiles,  and  many 
other  accidents  ;  and  laftly,  by  that  dread¬ 
ful  diforder  called  the  Rickets-,  any  or 
either  of  which  may  bring  on  crookednefs, 
and  a  multitude  of  other  deformities,  ble-  ' 
tnilhes,  See. 

We  therefore  intreat  and  advife  all  mid¬ 
wives,  and  governeffes  of  young  children, 
to  apply  for  abidance  as  foon  as  pollible 
after  any  injury  is  done  to  them,  taking 
care  at  the  fame  time  to  keep  nothing  con¬ 
cealed  from  the  Phyfician,  becaufe  too  many 
children  have  been  incurably  crippled  there¬ 
by  i  then  tell  us  what  atonement  can  be 
made  to  the  injured  and  crippled  child? 

But  as  crookednefs  chiefly  proceeds  from 
that  diforder  called  the  Rickets,  we  fhall 
here  beg  leave  to  mention  a  few  words  con¬ 
cerning  the  fame. 
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The  Rickets  is  a  diforder  which  affedls 
every  part  of  the  body,  and  renders  it  to¬ 
tally  weak  and  feeble  ;  but  more  vifibly 
feen  in  the  arms  and  legs  by  their  protu- 
berances  and  incurvations* 

This  melancholy  difeafe  is  too  often  feen  in 
populous  cities ,  but  very  feldom  known  in 
country  villages . 

From  whence  it  is  evident,  that  this  dis¬ 
order  muft  either  proceed  from  the  noxious 
effluviae  of  the  air,  ill-habit  of  the  body  in 
the  parents,  or  bad  quality  of  the  child's 
food,  or  perhaps  all  of  them  in  conjunction  ; 
therefore,  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  prefcribe 
fuch  medicines  as  will  effectually  counteract 
the  noxious  qualities  of  the  air,  deftroy 
the  vitiated  blood,  and  corredl  the  food 
which  is  eaten. 

For  which  purpofe  we  lhall  recommend 
an  Emetic  Powder,  an  Alterative  Powder, 
and  a  Strengthening  Mixture,  which  if 
taken  according  to  the  dire&ions  herein¬ 
after  given  (at  the  firft  appearance  of  the 
Rickets)  they  will  moft  afluredly  prevent, 

and 
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and  cure  the  fame,  if  the  bones  are  not 
rendered  too  foft  and  pliable. 

But  when  the  Rickets  are  of  long  (land¬ 
ing,  and  the  bones  became  very  crooked, 
it  will  then  be  proper  to  confult  the  author 
(or  any  other  Phylician,  who  has  his  Di¬ 
ploma  given  him  not  from  a  College  only, 
but  from  Gcd  principally)  becaufe  chil¬ 
dren  labouring  under  fuch  circumftances, 
will  require  not  only  the  beft  phyfical  ad¬ 
vice,  but  alfo  the  greateft  chirurgical  af- 
fiftance.

Directions  for  taking  the  Emetic  Powder , 
the  Alterative  Powders ,  and  the  Strength¬ 
ening  Mixture . 

One  of  the  Emetic  Powders  to  be  taken 
'in  the  evening,  twice  a  week,  in  a  table 
fpoonful  of  warm  water  and  fugar. 

And  take  one  of  the  Alterative  Powders , 
every  other  night  and  morning,  in  warm 
water  and  fugar. 

And  take  a  table  fpoonful  of  the  Strength- 
ning  Mixture  every  day  at  noon. 

After  that  it  is  requifite  that  the  child 

(hould 
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Should  be  dipped  in  cold  water  every  morn¬ 
ing  for  two  or  three  weeks. 

It  is  here  abfolutely  neceflary  to  obferve, 
that  if  the  child  fhould  not  grow  immedi¬ 
ately  warm  after  dipping,  it  will  then  be 
proper  to  ceafe  for  experience  has  fhewn 
that  fuch  children,  inftead  of  receiving  be¬ 
nefit,  have  but  too  often  been  injured 
thereby. 

There  is  another  diforder  called  Chlorojis 
or  Green  Sicknefs,  which  is  fomewhat  like

the  Rickets,  becaufe  it  makes  the  whole

body  very  weak  and  feeble,  and  will  very 
often  contrail,  and  bend  the  body  into  va¬ 
rious  forms,  more  particularly  the  Spine, 
and  is  oftentimes  the  caufe  of  the  crooked, 
or  bunched  back. 

To  remedy  which,  we  fhall  recommend 
the  Deobjiruent  Pills ,  which  may  be  de¬ 
pended  on  for  curing,  and  preventing  this 
diforder,  and  opening  all  obftrudions.

One  or  two  of  the  Deobfiruent  Pills  to  be 
taken  every  night,  till  one  box  of  them  are

It  is  neceflary  that  thefe  pills  fhouldjull 
procure  a  loofe  ftool  every  day,  therefore  the 
parent  mud  take  more  or  lefs  of  them,  as 
occafion  Ihould  require.

Of  Sweaty  Feet,  and  other  offenjive  effluvia 
of  the  Body ;  their  Caufes  and  Cures . 

Sweat  is  that  humid  part  of  the  body, 
which  is  evacuated  at  the  pores,  by  heat^ 
or  labour,  &c. 

It  is  both  a  natural  and  a  falutary  dif- 
charge,  when  it  is  emitted  regularly  out  of 
every  part  of  the  body,  but  when  confined 
to  particular  parts  thereof,  as  the  Temples , 
Arm-pits,  Groins,  Feet ,  &c.  it  then  be¬ 
comes  contrary  to  Nature,  (unlefs  any  of 
thele  parts  are  more  agitated  than  others) 
and  therefore  not  falutary,  and  it  plainly  in¬ 
dicates  an  ill-habit  of  body. 
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The  caufe  of  Sweaty  Feet ,  &c.  gene¬ 
rally  proceeds  from  fome  of  the  neceflary 
evacuations  being  obftru&ed ;  fuch  as  the 
menfes,  &c.  or  from  a  laxity  of  the  folids 
of  the  whole  body,  or  fome  particular  parts 
thereof. 

If  from  a  laxity  of  the  whole  body,  the 
perfpiration  is  feldom  known  to  be  often - 
five,  provided  the  perfon  be  cleanly,  and 
free  from  the  Scurvy,  King  s  Evil,  or  any 
other  Chronic  Diforder. 

But  when  it  proceeds  from  an  obftrudtion 
of  the  menftrual  flux,  &c.  it  may  then  be 
very  offenfive  indeed  ! 

It  feems  hereditary  to  many  bodies  to  emit 
continually  very  offenfive  effluvia?,  particu¬ 
larly  the  Blacks,  and  fuch  who  are  very 
libidinous,  and  fome  of  thofe  who  have 
red  hairs ;  and  when  fuch  perfons  labour 
under  the  Scurvy,  King’s-Evil,  Lues  Ve¬ 
nerea,  and  other  chronic  diforders,  this 
emiffion  becomes  then  unbearable  !

Directions  for  taking  the  Specific  EkSluary. 

The  quantity  of  a  nutmeg  of  this  Specific 
EleShiary  to  be  taken  every  night  and 
morning,  for  three  weeks  or  a  month,  and 
likevvife  to  take  a  dofe  of  the  Purging  Pills 
every  fourth  or  fifth  day,  working  them  off 
with  water-gruel,  or  oat-meal  tea.
